X HE Tour which is the fubjedt of the following 
iheets, was not undertaken with the flighted view to a 
publication ; but mcrdy in purfuit of health : which I 
hadrin vain fought in the various teniperatures of En^iih 
air, and by every other means that flattered me with the 
hope of relief. My diforder was that to which Englifh 
conftitutions are peculiarly fubjed ; and for which Phyfi- 
cians are as much at a lofs for a name as a remedy* Hav- 
ing no refpite from fufiering ; and being reduced to a flate 
of nervous debility that was become infupportable, and 
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which for many years had defied the mod ikilful applica* 
tion of medicine, I determined to try a change of climate: 
and I confidered it as no unfavorable omen, that in the 
choice of my route, my mind was irrefiftibly attrafted to 
thofe fcenes which afforded ample fubjeds for the indul- 
gence of my favorite ftudy. To furvey the romantic 
beauties of Switzerland, and to vifit the enchanting (hores 
of the Rhine, had long been objefts of my earncft defire. 
I had therefore no difficulty in determining what courfe I 
fliould take ; and my diforder feemed to abate in the con- 
templation of acquifitions, which my imagination had 
already depofited in my port-folio. 

Mv firft care was to procure a travelling chaife, which 
was abfolutely neceflary to make a journey through France, 
tolerable in my fituation. My baggage^ confiding of very 
little more than the furniture of Sterne's portmanteau, was 
foon colle£led ; and on the i6th of May, 1787, I fet out 
for Brighthetmftone, accompanied by my nephew. Em- 
barking in the packet, we were fafely landed, after a 
paffage of twenty-eight hours, at Dieppe. We proceeded 
immediately to Paris ; encountering on the road the ufual 
inconveniencies of dirty accommodations, impofing inn- 
keepers, and fancy poftilKons. It was not in my plan to 
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remain long at a place ; and being unequal to the fatigue 
of vifiting, even the cabinets, in that city, which contain 
valuable works of the moft eminent painters, and to which 
I fliould otherwife have devoutly paid the tribute of admi- 
ration ; we quitted Paris at the end of three days. Our 
journey to Geneva by way of Dijon put my patience to 
fevere trials, and I almoil repented having thrown myfelf 
in the way of inconveniencies unknown to thofe whofe tra- 
vels are confined to the mads of England : for the bruta- 
lity of poft-boys, and the extortions of inn-keepers on 
diis road, exceeded thofe we had experienced on the road 
fix)m Dieppe to Paris. 

These inconveniencies I am perfuaded are greatly 
owing to extravagant ideas of the wealth and prodigali^ 
of the Engliih ; which are conceived, with fome appear- 
ance of reafon, from the profufe liberality, and expealive 
manner of living, by which Englifli travellers diftinguifh 
•themfelves on the continent from thofe of other nations. 
Better health and fpirits might poflibly have difpofed me to 
fubmit with more complacency to evils which the vanity 
or folly of my countrymen had produced ; but not being 
in a condition to endure croffes or inconveniencies, the 
fatigue I fuffered in this journey increafed my diforder, 
B 2 and 
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and obliged me on my arrival at Geneva to have recourfe to 
a Phyficiani andto fiibmit to the mortification of confine- 
ment. I very much regret that die time of my continu- 
ance in that celebrated city was unavoidably devoted to 
my recovery ; as k deprived me of the gratification of 
exercifing my pencil on the natural beauties which com- 
bine to render its fituation delightful. The fubjed pleafed 
and mdl have gready interefted me : for the revolutions it 
has undergone; the conflidls it for centuries endured; 
and die fucoefs of its ftru^es for liberty, had excited my 
veneration ; and produced that peculiar enthufiafm whidi 
is congenial to the bofoms of Engliflimen, when reool- 
le6ling events, in which the rights of nature have been 
invaded, or the champions of liberty have prevailed. 

My next route being impradlible vrith a carriage, I 
difpofed of my chaife at Geneva ; and had the fatisfa£tion 
of rcpairing the depredations which the French inn-keepere 
and poftitSons had made on my purfe, by felling it for 
nine guines© more than it cod me. I did not forget on 
that occafioii tJo give due credit to the civility and honefty 
of my coach-n^feer ; and I regretted that my negociations 
•n that fide the water had been Vith perfbns whofe prin- 
ciples 
4' 
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ciples of dealing were very diii^nt froni thole of Mr« 
Hatchet. 

My impatience to pioceed, having given me a beuer 
opinion of my conation than it deferved y we took leave 
of Geneva, and direded our march towards Laufanne : 
but Mont Blanc attraded my eye at a great difbnce, and 
thou^ not -lying immediately in my route, was too inte* 
refting an objeA for an artift or philofopher to be fatisfied 
with a diAant view oi it. Inftead therefore of purfuing 
the road to Laufanne, we took that which led to Chamony, 
a pretty village fituated near the extremity of a tra£t of ice» 
that prqjeds from the foot of Mont Blanc. This moun- 
tain, which appears to be an aitire mafs of ice, is by hr 
the higheft in Europe ; its elevation according to the ba- 
rometrical meafurement of Monfieur de Luc, being ^391 
French toifes, or 15303 feet perpendicular above the fur- 
face of the fea. It rifes majeftically amidft huge pyramids^ 
and valleys of ice, vrhich feem formed by nature to pre- 
clude all accefs to it ; and I was aflured at Chamony^ 
from whence traveUeis frequently make excurfions towards 
tins tremendous mountain, that no perfon had ever taken 
a nearer view of it than from the fummits of the lefler 
mountains furrouadtng it. But I hav« lately kamt, that

Monf. Saussure has found means to furaiount thefe 
difficulties, and is now occupied in exploring its defolate 
and inhofpitable regions. I ardently hope, that in addition 
to the glory of accomplifliing what other adventurers have 
found imprafticable, he will efcape tlie perils of the expe- 
dition ; and have the honor of enriching natural hiftory 
with the communication of his difcoveries and obfer- 
vat ions. 

In the neighbourhood of this place I was reminded of a 
circumftance which occurred to me in the Peak of Derby- 
Ihire. In travelling through a wild but cultivated^part of 
that country at the latter end of Oftober, I obferved an 
extenfive piece of green oats; which the owner was fur- 
veying with much feeming fatisfa£lion. My curiofityled 
me to enquire the caufe of their extreme backwardnefs : 
he faid " They waited for the frofi to ripen them.'* Ima- 
gining the farmer meant to be jocular, I thanked him for 
his information ; and wiihing him a good harveft, left 
him without feeking to be further edified. But I am now 
inclined to think there might be vaott truth than jocuia* 
rity in the feimer's reply : for I here law fields of com 
which promifed abundant crops, interfered, and (bme 
indeed almoft furrounded by tra£ls of ice, which remain 
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the whole fummer, and from many parts of them entirely 
exclude the rays of the fun ; yet the corn in thofe places 
was not lefs luxuriant than that, which growing more 
diftant from the fhade, and chilling refle£tion of the ice> 
received the full benefit of the Can ; and I was very confi-* 
dendy aflured, that it ripened as early, and produced as 
plentifully in thofe parts as in any other. The (hade ot 
woods, hills, or even of fingle trees, are unlverfally known 
to give an abortive appearance to all vegetable produdions ; 
it may therefore be imagined, without much extravagaincet 
that ice pofleffes properties friendly to vegetation, which 
are not commonly imputed to it. And if it be allowable 
to prefume from thefe premifes, that the influence of ice 
conduces to the nuturation of wheat in Switzerland, these 
can be no reafon to doubt the efficacy of froft in ripening 
oats in the Peak of Derbyihire. 

Leaving Chamony, we {noceeded by fliort fbges 
through a great part of Switzerland, taking (ketches of the 
mod romantic and pidurefque views in our way ; but as 
thefe (ketches will probably furnifh fubjeAs for a fiiture 
pubiicaticHi, I (hall (ay no more of them ; but. haften to the 
banks of the Rliine, where the views contained in the pr&. 
ient Colledion were taken* 

The 
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Thi fiift place we arrived at on the Rhine was Baiil ; 
vdiich we entered on the furft of July: my health was then 
voy indiffeienty and I began to defpair of fiodii^ any 
benefit from my tour. The morning after our arrival, we 
enquired for a table d' hole. We were informed there was 
a very excellent one ; and that dbner was always on Ud^ 
at twdve o'clock. We employee! ourfelves, theinterme^ 
diate time, in ftroUing about 'the town, and fele£ling 
ofajeds on which I might amufe myfelf during our ftay at 
Bafil. Having taken fufficient exercife to piepare our 
appetites for dinner, and the hour of twelve being veiy 
near, we returned to the inn : but to our great mortifica* 
tion, we were told that the company at the table d' bote had 
dined. On enquiring the caufe of our dilappointment, 
the waiter apologized for having omitted to inform us, diat 
the clocks of Bafil were always an hour belbre time. We 
confoled ourfelves with ordering a feparate dinner, and 
determined to profit the next day by our better information. 
Various caufes are afligned for the adherence of the people 
of Bafd to this fingular practice. Out of thefe I ihall 
itleA that which is mod credible, and give it as flated by 
Mr. CoxE, in his fenfiUe and judicious flcetches of 
Switzerland. 
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" It is well known," fays he, " that the chcrirs of 
*^ cathedrals and churches are conftruded towards die eaft ; 
*' that of Bafil declines fomewhat from this dtredion, and 
^^ the fun-dial which is placed on the outfide of the choir, 
** and by which the town clocks are regulated, partakes of 
** this declination ; a circutnftance which, according to 
f^ the celebrated Bermouli, occafionsa variation from 
*' the true tinoe of above five and forty minu^. But 
*' whatever may have been the ori^al of this whimfical 
** cuftom, the inhabitants of Bafil are foftrongly attached 
** to it, that as often as it has been propofed in the 
** fovereign council to have their clocks properly regulated, 
** the motion has conflantly been rejefted : in reality, the 
*• people would think their liberties invaded, if their clocks 
" were to go like thofe of the reft of the world. A few 
«' years fince it was fecretly agreed upon by fome of the 
** leading men of the town, to have the fun-dial moved 
^* half a minute a day, until the fhadow (hould impercep* 
*' tibly point to the true hour. This expedient was 
** accordingly put in praftlcc, and the town clock had 
♦* already loft near three-quarters of an hour, when an 
** accident difcovered the plot ; and the magiftrates were 
** compelled to place the fun-dial in the fame pofition it 
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** ftood before, and to have the town clock regulated by it 
" as ufual." 

My nephew took care on the following day to fet my 
watch by the Bafil clocks ; and I obferved, during the reft 
of our tour, that he regulated his own by whatever clock 
the hour of dinner was to be announced. We were punc- 
tual at the table d'hote, and whilft we partook of a good 
dinner, were entertained by a very tolerable band of 
mufic. A coUeftion of two-pence each was made from a 
company confifting of eighteen perfons for the performers: 
they were very thankful, and went away well fatisfied. 

The town of Bafil, which is the capital of a Canton, 
is divided by the Rhine ; one part of it lying on the fide of 
Switzerland, and the other on that of Germany. 

I MADE a flcetch of the town, including the bridge, by 
which the two parts are united. The cathedml is a large 
Gothic building, in good prefervation, but has little elfe to 
recommend it ; being much more worthy of notice for con- 
taining the afhes of Erasmus, than for the grandeur or 
beauty of its decorations. The will of that gre^t man, 
writteii with his own hand, is preferved in the library of 

the 
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the univerfity, and is reckoned among its mod valuable 
curiofities. This library had formerly the reputation of 
being the beft in Switzerland : but the greater part of the 
books and manufcripts, which are very numerous, being 
dn fubjeds that have had their day, the value of them is 
greatly reduced. The room is fpacious and handfome,' 
and its furniture judicioufly arranged. Among other 
6bje£)s of curiofity, it contains a valuable coUe£lion of 
nriedals, many fine prints, and fome invaluable paint- 
ings: of the latter, the produAions of Holbeins' pencil 
form a confiderable part. This iingular artift was born 
here, and being contemporary with Erasmus, who 
chiefly refided at Bafil, was honoured with his patronage 
and friendfliip. This town has likewife to boafl, that it 
was the place at which the art of making paper was firft 
difcovered. Its chief articles are, wine, filk, ribbons, and 
gloves ; in which it carries on a flourifliing and extenfive 
trade. The Bafilians think their form of government the 
moft perfed in the world : and if the fatisfaftion and hap- 
pinefs of the people; the tequal diftribution of juftice ; and 
the prefervation of decency and good order in the commu-' 
nity, are proofe of its excellence, they have great reafon to 
befend of their conftitution. The privifcges it confers on 
the lower orders of the people, muft for ever fecure their 
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Rll^iance and attachment to it ; for the meaneft citizen is 
eligibley and has an equal chancq with the greateft and moft 
opulent to obtain a feat in the fovereign councils of the 
republic. Indeed their method of chufing the members oi 
their legiflature, is not in fpeculation very favorable to the 
formation of a good government ; for the members of it 
are not chofen for their virtues, their talents, their influ* 
ence, or their birdi: the appointment of them is left 
wholly to the caprice of fortune ; who fills offices, and 
makes counfellors of flate in the republic of Bafil, in the 
fame manner, and with as little r^pe6l toperfons, as ihe 
diilributes prizes in an Engliih lottery. This fancifiil 
method of condu£ling eledions and beftowing offices, 
may fometimes have a ludicrous or inconvenient effeft ; 
but as fuch accidental events neither lefien the dignity of 
their legiflature, impede the operation, or weaken the 
efficacy of the laws ; the preventbn of them is not worth 
the trouble of a thought. It might not perhaps be with- 
out its benefits, if the fame pradice was introduced into 
fome countries where matters of this fort ftand in great 
need of regulation: for it is beyond difpute, a mod effec- 
tual remedy againA that corruptiQny.whi^h defeats the 
nohleft efforts of patriotifra, and reduces the b^ modelled 
conftitutions to a level with the woift. 

Having 
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Having accompliflied every purpofc of our vifit to 
Bafil, we engs^ed the landlord of the Three Kings, who 
by the way was very civil, obliging, and reafonaUe in his 
diarges to aflift us in procuring a conveyance down th« 
river to Strafburg. He foon brought a waterman, but 
not widiout apprifmg us, that he would probably a(k 
double the price he would take ; and that his pipper fare 
was about twenty fliiliings : for which I at length screed 
with him, all expences being included in that fum. The 
diftance from Bafil to Strafburg is feventy^two Englifh 
miles, I omitted imprudently to examine die boat, on 
which the waterman beftowed great commendations; 
afliiring us it was very commodious, and we could not fail 
of having a comfortable pa(&ge. At fix in the morning of 
die third of July, we lent our baggage and provifions on 
board, and foon following, hiade our firft embarkation on 
the Rhine. My hopes of a pleafant or convenient paflage 
vaniihed at the fight of the boat ; and on entering it I 
was convinced, that die danger wouM be at leaft equal to 
die inconvenience. It was built in the manner of a canoe, 
flat bottomed, narrow, long, and fo (hallow, as not to 
admit of a ieat. It vibrated fo violendy, that I with 
difficulty kept on my legs, ocpeding every moment 
to be tumbled overboard. Being very (erioufly alarmed, I 

eagerly

eagerly defiled to be fet immediately on ihore, determining 
to proceed by fome better ccmveyance : but the waterman 
being as much alarmed as myfelf, thou|^ from a different 
caufe, puflied off without any regard to my threats or 
intreatics. Finding it impoffible to regain the fhore, 
without a ftruggle with the boatman, which woidd infal- 
libly have overfet us ; we made a virtue of neceflityi and 
feated ourfelves peaceably in the bottom of the boat. The 
current in this part of the river was fo rapid, that with the 
affiftance only of a paddle, which the boatman ufed as a 
rudder, we made from eight to nine miles an hoiM*. 

We had not proceeded many leagues before I was feized 
by a violent cramp, occafioned by the inconvenience of the 
pofture to which my fituation confined me ; for not being 
yet freed from my apprehenfions, I fat motionlefs, left by 
inclining too much towards either fide, I (hould deftroy 
that exadl balance of the boat, on which, in my ima^- 
nation, our fafety entirely depended. To add to our 
difcomfort, we were overtaken by a violent ftormof rain, 
accompanied by thunder and lightening. The boatman 
covered us with a fort of tilt, but it was fo miferably thin, 
that in a few minutes the water came over us as tliroug^ a 
fieve. We now made the (here, in hopes of being (helt- 
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cred by a grove of trees in view : but finding our fituation 
after a fhort time rather worfe than better, and having no 
means of purfuing our journey by land, we returned to the 
boat, in order to make the beft of our way, as in either 
cafe we were equally incommoded by the ftorm. In about 
half an hour it ceafed raining, and the fun at that time 
burftihgout with great power, we were foon relieved from 
the inconvenience of wet cloaths : but thinking a little 
inward comfort would put us in ftill better plight, we 
drew out our provifions. An evil genius certainly attended 
us in the adventures of this day ; on examining the repo- 
fitory of our ftoies, we found the bread diflblved to pulp ; 
a flafk of excellent hock, our intended libation to the god 
of the Rhine, had difappeared ; and to complete our dif- 
appointment, we had omitted to bring with us eitho: 
knife, fork, or plate : having therefore no alternative but 
to do what was pradifed before knives, forks, and plates 
were invented, or to wait for our dinner till we reached 
Strafburg, we made as good ufe of our fingers as the 
nature of the repaft would admit. In a veiy fhort time 
we were overtaken by another florm, which wetted us to 
the fkin, and made the reft of our voyage inexprelTibly 
uncomfortable. The country on both fides was flat and 
uninterefling ; and nodiing occurred in the whole voyage 

to 
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to aiibrd us a moment's amufement. We were frequently 
flopped by the colledors of a toll, which produces a con* 
fiderable revenue to the emperor. 

At fix in the afternoon we landed at a public houfe on 
the margin of the river, about a mile from Strafburg; 
and I have feldom experienced greater pleafore than in 
fetting my foot on fhore* Our hoftefs having leamt that 
we piirpofed deeping at the Saint £fprit» at Strafbuig^ 
informed us the landlord had died that morning, and 
the houfe would confequentty be ihut up; fhe added 
many other arguments to induce us to pafs the night at 
lier houfe : but truth obliges me to confefs, however dif- 
honprable to my gallantry, that I refilled her folicitatians» 
though fhe was young, fprightly, and handfome. On 
fettling with the boatman, he prcfled me for a fmall dou- 
ceur to enable him to drink my health. I gave htm h^ 
a crown in addition to his fare, which I was previodly 
aifured would be a liberal donation : but having higher 
expedations, he exprefibd his diifatisfadion in vioknt 
abufe, which would have piqued the emulation of a 
Thames waterman, or the driver of a hackney coach« 
The vocabulary of this fpecies of brutes is, I believe, 
tranflated into all languages. AiFe6ling to imagine I 

might 
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might have been lefs liberal than I intended, and defiring 
to examine what I had given ; he returned the money 
without the leaft fufpicion of my defign. I then gave him 
the precife fiirn I agreed to pay ; and referving the half 
crown for a better occafiont left him to the juft derifion of 
the rabble his clamour had colle£led. Our £air hoftefs find- . 
ing us determined to proceed, very civilly aflifted us in 
procuring every thing neceflary to convey us to Straflnirg. 

We arrived at the Saint Efprit juft before fupper, and 
took our feats at the table d'hote ; meaning to make full 
fatisfadion to our appetites for their difappointment on the 
voyage : but it foon appeared we had reckoned without our 
hoft ; fcMT the reft of the company in feating themfelves 
fhoved and joftled us from one place to another, till every 
di(h on the table was beyond our reach. Our applications 
to the waiters were anfwered with infult, or treated with 
contempt ; and nothing was brought us that we called for. 
When the reft of the company were fatisfied, we were 
permitted to make a fcanty meal on the fragments. My 
nephew during this fcene gave me frequent glances, which 
reproached me for leaving the more hofpitable roof of our 
fair hoftefs at the water-fide ; and I was much difpofed to 
reproach myfelf . I did not learn the caufe of our being

The cathedral is the largeft, and, I thJM^s^die fifieft ' 
biliWing of the kiirf I ever faw ; it is of gfi^.^dqutty^ 
and pofleffes the peculiar honor of having ^fi^ -but peers 
of France or counts of the empire for its oiSojfiiS^ The 
gates, correfponding with the ftile of the buSiiin^rare of 
brafs: the ornaments with which the infide wj'^. ftupcn^ 

'2^...\ dous 
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dous pile is deccmted, are fo rich and abundant, that th^ 
aftoniih even thofe who are accuiionied to the churches of 
France. There is, notwithftanding, a degree of neatnefsi 
elegance, and fimplicity, in the tout ehfemble of this 
church, which is v^y difficult to be pneferved, and is IkU 
dom found in places fo highly ornamented. It contains, 
among other things of great value, a bell'fdfial: weighs nearly 
three tons ; in the compofition of which two.tons and up- 
wards of pure fdver were employed. The ftm£ture of the 
fteeple, which is the higheft in chriftendom, is admirable; 
die form is pyramidal ; its fides have in many parts the 
appearance of being curioufly p^fonfted, and tb^e perfo- 
rations, if I may fo call them, which are of great u(b in 
admitting light and air to the inlide, contribute gre^y to 
its outward beiuity and elegance. In this fteepic is fixed 
die celebrated clock, which be&Ies the hours of the day, 
defcribes very corredly the motions of the planets : it is 
generally aibwed to be a curious and wonderful piece of 
mechanifm ; but its motion being by fbme accident fuC- 
pended, I had no opportunity of viewing its boaiied perfec- 
tbns. Strafburg is a place of confiderable ftrength, and is 
named as the moft ancient city in Germany*, but has

C 2 nothing 
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nothing venerable in its appearance: the ftreets are ex- 
tremely narrow, and the buildings very mean. The 
country round is an entire flat ; deftitute of thofe obje£b 
which commonly embellilh the environs of great cities* 
and difplay the various tailes of the inhabitants. 

Leaving Scrafburg, where we had the good fortune to 
procure a returned chaife for Manheim, at the moderate 
price of one guinea and a half ; we refted the iirfl: nig^t at 
Lautenburg; and proceeded the next day to Landau. 
We made this little circuit, hoping to find the country 
more diveriified and amufing than the fhores of the Rhine, 
which from Strafburg to Spire are as flat and tirefome to 
the eye as thofe from Bafil to Strafburg : but we gained 
nothing by the exchange ; the fame unwearied afpe& pre-^ 
iented itfdf the whole way. Landau is a place of confi- 
derable ftrength ; it borders on the palatinate of the Rhine, 
and the pofleflion of it has been confidered by both par- 
ties, in the wars between France and the empire, as an 
objed of great importance. The French were mafters of 
it in the year 1688, when they defolated the palatinate, 
plundered and deftroyed its ancient and venerable cities j 
and either maflacred the wretched inhabitants, or drove 
them out of the country : and they made it the repofitoiy 

of 
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c^ the immenfe plunder they had colleded ; but as if Pro. 
vidence dilapproved the deed, the whole was confumed m 
die next year by an accidental fire. The horrid fequel of 
Ae revocation of the cdid of Nantz was not more fliocking 
to humanity than the cruelties pradifed by the French 
during that war, in almoft every part of the palatinate ; 
and there are few of its cities, towns, or even villages, < 
that do not retain fuch marks of their fury, as will be laft^ 
ing memorials o[ the execrable ambition, and inhuman 
policy of Lewis the Fourteenth. 

Our next ftage from Landau was Spire ; which again 
brought us to the banks of die Rhine. The fortifications 
of this city contribute very little to its fecurity ; it poifefles 
indeed no advantages at prefent to make it of much confi- 
deration among the cities of the esijnre. This is a con* 
lequmce of its total deftruftion by the French in 1689, 
for till then it vras the {eat of the imperial chamber, or 
(bvereign court of judicature, to which appeals were car- 
ried from the various courts of the princes of the empire ; 
and to which the princes themfelves were amenable. This 
occafiooed fo gteait a refcHrt of ftrangers, that the city of 
Spire was refpedable and important. From Spire wc 
proceeded to Mahheim, which iharod in the common fat^ 

of 
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of the cities of the pabtinate : being ent^^y deftro)wd by 
the French in the invafion of i688. Very little can be 
faid at prefent of the grandeur or magnificence of Mann- 
heim ; but it excels any other place we had feen, except 
Paris, in beauty and elc^nce. The ftreete are well 
built, and thou^ not; perfe£Uy reguhu*, appear to great 
advantage, from their being ' fo difpofed, as to interfeA 
each other at right angles. The fortifications are very 
handfome, and I apprdieod, of fufficient flrengh to be an 
efieftual defence in cafe of attack. Bttt they feem to aae 
to require more troops to man them, than could conveni- 
ently be detached for that purpofe from the army of the 
palatinate, at the higheft ftajfee of its war eOaUifllnient. 
The eieAoral palace, which now makes a ftnea^po^^nce^ 
if fisilhod iiccordiog to the ^ig^al de%i, yw]^ hsureno 
rival in that of any pirince in chriAendom* But: ^ eik^X 
iof the plan, and the expenoe neoeffiuy to the toecuJteon of 
it> having been toolitde attended b before the buitding^was 
fo &r advanced a^ to admit of no oheiafiipiv it has lemaincd 
fctt- many years in an unfinifhed fbte ; and, fot the fanse 
reatbn, there is very little probabiiity it wiU everbercoaik 
pleted. The removal of the ccwt fiom hence to Munich 
on the acceffion of the prince palatine to tijie dukedom of 
Bavaria, fpread a gloom -over the ^lendor of lUUnheim^ 

which 
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which nothing but the eleAor's return can enliven. The 
liumber of the votaries and dependents of the court; vrho 
of courfe followed the prince, was to conTKkrablet tha^ 
the lofs of them would have been feverely felt in a ntych 
more populous and extenfive city^ I was ii^brmed ^ 
good authority, that they amounted to fome thoufands ; 
confiftiag of the principal inhabitaiitSi vrhicfa, added so 
the almoft total defertion of the nobility of the palatinate, 
as wdl as other Grangers of diAin£lion, who made occaft- 
ooal vifits to the court, hath caU&d a AiUne(s in the ficeete 
of Manfaeim, more fuited to the idea of a large vifiagj^ 
than the capital of a province. The inhabicantB hoiawet 
retain the fame difpofition to gaiety and dilfipation, and 
are as xdaxed in their moKate>a$. when tJbeybroBthsd^ the 
infedious air of the court. The public bniUingsI maSt 
worthy oS notice are, the J^nks (hereby which is a fine 
edifice, and ffom eweiy ^proach to t)ie town form^ a flviL- 
i«g db)ed ; tfaJB lownrfaoufe, die church adjoinii^ it,: and 
the maiket^^pbiee, which form an area ^ would be fuL- 
mii^ in any city of Europe* The town-hoitfe i^ (Viry 
properly jadorned with a weU et^ecutesd Sg^re <^ Juftice ; a 
ftiflm r^f«ftntii^ Rdii^n, im^nd^ ds a cosapaiiton to 
it» beiog. feed on tii9 ftpnl of the church. Nor can a 
fitter le&kncr be found for Reii^n h<r/elf ^a the 

church 
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church of Manheim; vrtikhexhibiu a finking proof that 
mnty of fpirit may be oompadbk with diftrcnce ci opi- 
nioiu For in this church the RomaniAs, Luthenms, and 
Calvidfts, fucceffivdy aflemble; no part of the Sunday 
-being s^ipropriatcd to the ule of either* but cadi in turns 
giving and taking precedency in point <rf'time. The refult 
cf this fingular r^ulation, which is not Ids bonorabk to 
the libendity and wifiJom of the govcnunent, than to the 
candor and modecation of the religious communities cf 
Manhom, is the fatisfafiion of all parties, and the mod 
fak€t harmony and concord among the difierent ieds 
which compofe the inhabitants of the city. 

I WAS fo pleafed with every thing I bw at Manheim, 
diat I determined not to leave it without making as perfeA 
and compreheniive a drawing of it from the moft jndu. 
refque pobt of view, as the time of my ftay and the flate 
of the weather would admit. That I mig^t not be inter- 
nq>ted in my operadons, I acquainted General pALLiERt 
who commands the garrifon* with my defign ; and requeft- 
ed his permiflion to cany it into execution. He received 
me with great politenefs» and apdogized for being obliged 
to lay me under any reftri£Uons with rcfpe A to die fortifica- 
tions, of which he could not allow me to make any draw- 

ing: 
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ing : to the reft he readily confented. A guard-houfe on 
the oppofite fide of the river was the point of view which 
I thought moft favorable to my purpofe, as it took in three 
principal objeds, viz. the Jefuits church, a fmall part of 
the ele&oral palace, and the obfervatory. From this 
place therefore I made the drawing which furniihes the 
fubjed of the iirft print. I cannot take leave of Manheim 
without obferving, that it was the firft place at which I 
could bring myfelf to think any entertainment could equal 
that of the inns and taverns of England : my accommoda- 
tion at the cour palatine in that city, was in no refpeS 
inferior, excepting in the amount of their charges, to the 
firft hotels of London. 

Having no particular inducement to prolong our ftay 
at Manheim, we purfued our route to Mentz, through a 
country as flat and deftitute of entertaining obje£is as any 
we had pafled. But the fcene very greatly improved as we 
approached Mentz : the grandeur of the Rhine, which is 
here coniiderably wider than we had hitherto obferved it ; 
the boldnefs of diftant hills which became difcemible ; and 
the beauty of the lelfer eminences, cloathed with vineyards, 
that lay in our way, formed a rich, variegated, and de- 
lightful prdjpefi. The conflux of the Rhine and Maine, 

which 
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which takes place about four mSes on this fide Mentz, is 
attended with a circuoaftaacc very curious and peculiar; 
the waters of thcfe rivers, thou^ rolling in one channd, 
do not mingle, but are diftinguifhable for many leagues. 
The fituation of M entz is wonderfully beautiful, but we 
found little to admire in the town ; the boiUiogs beii^ is 
general mean, and the ftieets narrow and dirty : the fronts 
of the houles are coloured with a blade paint or wafh, that 
renders them gloomy and difagreeable. A few ftreets 
lately buih muft be excepted in Ais account. The 
churches, which are extremely handfome, fome of Aem 
in a modem (tile, are the only public edifices worth 
notice. The ele£l:oral palace, though the refidence of an 
ecclefiaftic who is inferior only to the Pope, and as a prince 
of the empire fecond only to the Emperor, is very low, 
and in no refpeft fuited to the rank or revenue of its 
owner. The gardens are cxtenfive and well laid out ; but 
their chief beauty is a fituation which I believe has no 
equal in the fidions of poetic fancy. Before we quitted 
Mentz we croflfed the river by a bridge compoled of forty- 
.e^ht boats, bcii^ informed that the view rf the town 
£rom the oppofite fliore vtras mote beautiful than any 
other. As foon as we had pafled the bridge, a perfon 
accofled us in the German language,, which neidicrof us 

underftood. 
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underfteod, and finding him equally ij^iorant of French, 
Yft were psooeeding without any further attempt towards 
an explanation t hut our new acquaintance, who wa? 
not perhaps unaccuftomed to converfations of this fort, 
not choofi^gto p^Mt with us fo fuddenly, took pofleifion of 
my hat, by rudely fnatching it oflF my head. My compa- 
n¥Hi took fire at the indignity, and was with great difficulty 
reftrained fr^m indulging the natural iinpulfe of an Eoglifli- 
0)91^ by attempting at lead to lay the prefiimptuous Ger- 
man at his feet. Concludii^ my hat had been feized to 
iaiisfy foQie clain;i» I drew out fevoal pieces of money, 
which I tendered by way of ranfom. The colle£lor, for 
Aich he proved to be^ examined them; but finding they 
were not of the currency of the plaCQ, refufed to furrenda: 
his pledge : and I fhould certainly have returned to Mentz 
bare-headed, if a fcJdier, who talked a little French, had 
not accidently approached us, and produced an eclairciile^ 
inent to the £itisfa£lion of all parties. 

Being now at liberty to purfue oi»r purpofe, wean^i^ed 
ouifelves a confideraUe time with furveying the town, 
which fKHn this point of view appears extremely grand 
and venerable ; and with admiring die wonderftil beauty of 
its envkons. Our expeiElations were fo folly anfwered in 

this 
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diis (hoft czcurfioo, Aat we ictnmed widi fendments of 
icfpeA for die ancient city of Mcntz, whach an infeerior 
vieirofitaloDewoiiU never hawc infpirDd. 

From Mentz we p roceeded by water to Kngcn, being 
very conveiuendy accomoiodatcd in a laige hoiile4ioat. 
In this fbort voy^ of twenty-one miks only we counted 
upwaids of forty towns, the gieateft part erf" them having 
cdttes in, or adjacent to them. But the qountry near the 
river bdi^ ftiU flat, die views had nothing in them very 
piduieique till we had pafled Wallufi*, and approached 
Bingen, a fmall town ddightfiiUy fituated on the Nahe, 
very near the point where that rivo* commits itfelf into the 
Rhine. We arrived about noon, and whilft dinner was 
pteparing, aloended a mountain doTe to Bingen, on the 
fummit of which we had obferved a confiderable ruin ; 
we found it to be the remains of an ancient cattle, which 
had nodiing but its antiquity to recommend it. We were 
amply gratified with the view of a landfcape in which 
every thing beautiful and fublime in nature are united. The 
channel of the Rhine is here extended to near a mile in 
breadth, and flowing with lefs rapidity than we had y^ 
ieen it^, appeared more like an arm of the fea than a river. 
The oppofite flioie prefented to us the numberlefs towns, 

villages. 
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villages, caftleSv vineyards, and romantic rocks that cover 
the iace of the Rhinegau ; encompafled by mountains rifing 
gradually to a prodigious height, from the margin of the 
river at Rudeflieim, and forming a femicircle not exceed- 
ing feven miles in diameter, which terminates at WallufF, 
a viU^ about fixteen miles higher up the Rhine. Thefe 
mountains not only (belter the Rhinegau from the north 
and eaft winds, giving greater fertility to its vineyards, 
and rendering their produce more excellent than what any 
fpot in either circle of the Rhine can boaft ; but form like- 
wife a back ground, the boldeft and mod majeftic that can 
be imagined, to this beautiful and wonderful fcene. To 
thefe objeds were added, immenfe rocks that overhang 
the river, and form the celebrated ftreight of the Bingen- 
lock, by which the extenCve channel of the Rhine is fo 
contracted, as barely to admit a praAicable paiTage ; the 
waterfaU, by which the Nahe unites with the Rhine ; and 
the ifland on which ftands a tower, rendered famous by the 
fabulous hiftory of an archbifliop of Mentz, who is faid 
to have been purfued to this place and devoured by rats ; 
to which the people here give devout credit, and confidently 
relate it as a judgment upon him for his extreme covetouf*.* 
nefs and want of feeling for the poor. Having feafted our 
eyes as long as the time would permit without fpoiling our 

appetites. 
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appetites, we returned, with a determination to renew our 
obfervations as foon as we had dined. Not having the 
good fortune to meet any perfon with whom we could 
converfe, otherwife than by figns, our fituatlon was not 
very comfortable. After dinner we again fallied forth, 
and were well entertained with viewing the town of Bin- 
gen, which is very ancient ; and though at prcfent nothing 
more than a handfome village, was once an imperial city. 
I had no expe6lation of finding any employment for my 
pencil in this vtralk ; but the romantic grandeur of the 
abbey, which is a mixture of Saxon and Gothic architefture, 
and the pidurefque beauty of a (lone bridge, which erodes 
the Nahe in front of it, and is faid to have been built by 
Drufus, fo captivated my fancy, that I immediately (tt 
about the drawing fium which thofe objects are delineated 
in the fecond plate. 

We again vifited this venerable ruin the next morning, 
and found another front of it fo highly pifturefque, that I 
could not forbear Iketching it.. This view is the fubjeft of 
the third plate. 

1 WAS not indifferent, as an artift, to die beauties of the 
Rhinegau, but though in nature they furpalfed alldeforip- 

tion 
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tionor imagination, they did notadmitofajuft or pleafing 
reprefentation. For unlefs the objeAs, which are fo 
numerous as to give the whole diftriA the appearance of a 
continued village, were comprehended in a much greater 
number of drawings than I had leifure to complete, and 
taken at a nearer point of view than Bingen ; the compofi- 
tion muft be too confufed and minute to convey any rcfem- 
blance or idea of this wonderful and en(Jhanting landfcape. 
I therefore took a fketch only of Rudeflieim, which lies 
oppofitc to Bingen ; and a diftant view of Johannis-Berg, 
fituated on the fummit of a mountain, abckit the middle of 
theRhinegau. . 

Having fpent two days very agreeably at Bingen, we 
proceeded towards Baccharah or Bacchi-ara, a fmall city 
on the Rhine ; which obtained its name from the peculiar 
excellence of the wine produced in its neighbourhood. On 
our way thither we put in at the village of Hei(beck, where 
I made two drawings of a very ancient and romantic gate- 
way. We landed likewife at the caftle of Hoygefteim ; 
which, with another caftle adjacent to it, I fketched in one 
view ; and (hould have introduced them in this colIe£lion, 
if a third, fimilar in point of fttle, but much preferable to 
it in pi£lurefque beauty, which will appear in a future 

number. 
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number, had not occurred in my way. The fame reafon 
will exclude many beautiful and interefting views from the 
prefent publication, that I may purfue my intention of 
enriching it with as great a variety of fubje&s as poflible. 

From the windows of my apartment at Baccharah, I 
was delighted with a dillant but diftin£t view of the city of 
Kaub ; the tower of which formed a fine objed. The 
intermediate profpe£t was richly adorned with woods, 
paftures, vine grounds, and well-cultivated hills. The 
fine ruins of two magnificent cafiles contributed likewife to 
the beauty of the profpeft, which was bounded by difiant 
and very lofty mountains. Of this view, and of the city of 
Baccharah, I made drawings ; but few obje£b have ever 
attrafted my attention more ftrongly than the beautifiil 
remains of a church built in a ftile of Gothic architecture, 
fimilar to that of Henry the feventh*s chapel in Weftmin- 
fter Abbey ; which I drew with great care and precifion, 
and which is introduced as the fubje6l of the fourth plate. 

Whatever fentiment the reprefentationof this elegant 
min may infpire ; it is, I think, impoffible for the moft 
indifierent obferver to furvey the original, without lament- 
ing its deftruClion ; execrating the ambition of kings ; 

and 
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and deprecating the wanton baibarity of military executi- 
oners. J , 

In the excuffioh \^e niade, during ouc ftay at Bacch^ufah* 
we took a complete furvey of the many ftrikii^g.objcQs 
and romantic fcenes which are found in the admired envi- 
rons of that city. Amongft thefe; tlie vine-giroundsparti- 
<:ularly attiafied buc notice; they were- the.firit» io4edd, 
of any ext^t, we had pai&d dxroug^ ; but ev«p in a di(- 
tant or tranfient vieW| diey far excdled any others w0 h^ 
feen, in pittorefque beauty. ^ In our walks through thed), 
we traverfisd the almoft perpe^diculat ftdesof aiYJounenlb 
mountain, whidh e^Uends upw«r4s£oC,thrjee. xj^^ kd<Mir 
Baccharah, on the weftem bank 6f the Rhioe v ^e* vines 
overfpreadiog it in many parts, from the fun>mit to ^hc 
water's edge ; in< others, the verdant ckiathing wa$ broken 
by tremendous tocks, projeding from the bofom of the 
mountain, and bending o'er its f^es, as if in fond contem- 
plation of the beauty and luxuriance of their drefs. Groves 
of walnut-trees interfperfed among the vines, with frequent 
and varied vipws of the river, contributed very greatly to 
the embellilblDent of this enchanting place. We had not 
intended to proceed further in our prefent expedition, than 
the end of the. vineyards: but, when we arrived at that 
D point. 
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:poiiit, the town of Pfdtz, with a caftle on a rock in the 
middle of the Rhine, prefented a view which I could not 
fufFer to efcape me. I defcended therefore to the river 
(fide, akHi madis ^ drawing from which the iifth plate is 
'engraved* 

The' vineyards of Bacdharah were formerly eftecmcd 
.abc3/ve«all oihere for the excellence of the wine they pro- 
duced;- bttt'diewihesbf Heidleberg, Hoygefteita, 2tJnA the 
Rhineg^> ^o^e ^ pi«ient in much greater vogue. When 
dierthisbeowing toany real fuperiority in their quaUtyl 
Ji»owiiiot :;. fer I had no ot»p0|tunity pf^iving my opinion 
^^the&K^difttdhiwinei being unable> either by .money or 
' fev6r, ' to tpi^ute U- hngle-botfle : but if its quality .be at all 
-propoftodned tathb labour^ etnplc^ed in producii^ it, there 
can beho doubt of -its excellence; for unlefs Providence 
h^dAvtfely formed^ Ae bodies and^ifpofed the minds of 
men of all c6untries.to the local offices to be perfonmed, 
the cultivation of the vineyatds ofBacchawh would be too 
ardu^sTor twman pitfence onftreng* to endure. The 
'fide of the mounlain en which the vines wc planted, is cut 
intaagreat number of: Jhallowtcrf aces, whith arecarried 
'q«itc'toitsfummit;'fcmiii^an.a£teifct, ^dmpft pcrpcndi- 
cular, of at kaft hdf a mile: by thefc:terraces,>thc pea-

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h^s -^cend t\^ mountain, ai^ cpavejr xf^zjpfc, «vhich 
tfaey c^ry on their ihoulders to ev^ part oftlie .vineyard. 
When piiftperly difliribute4, they fecure 4t» ip the beft 
i)9Pinj9fsrtl)e l^atu^ qf ti^ tgroi^icul wtU ^4mit^ by a fli^ 
ff)^e.; but. th^y baye ofi^en the mocfificat^jon to fee thdff 
^ibouis fn^^fdhy violent r^, whic^ Aveep away both 
foil and manure, and Jeave .therQPits.of the vines l^are. 
This produces a failiiuce of ^ .vintage; which, froni 
yvfcalever oauib it happens, generally /oduces the proprie- 
tors of .viaejrardftto the humble fituati<?nof i^y-labpurers;, 
i^bofe poverty ' and .utretchednefs are jQQt to be conceived 
bcm ai^'cQodibofi ;or circumftances to which lihe loyre& 
of the people of England either are or can be expofed. 

HA.vi^i>,firtift)eti>i»y drawing of Pfajtz, we i^Qtucned to

nakes a fair appearance, and is of confideiable tonfe- 
quence to the general beauty of fte view. But notwith- 
ftsDiding Ae grandeur and boldnefs of the front objeds and 
the pittorefque beauty of thofe which compofed die other 
points of this view, I was unable to make a drawing of it 
to my fatisfadtDn. There was fomething in tbe lines of 
diftance, added to the eflfed of a black paint or wafli, 
with which the front of the houlesare coloured, tint did 
notadmitofapleafingreprefentation: on this account, i 
thought it too imperfed to make a part of the prefent 
collection. 

The religiouscommunitlcsof Baccharahconfift of Lu- 
therans, Calvinifts, and Roman-Catholics, the fatter, 
however, though greatly out-numbered by the fermeri 
contrive to poffefs themfdves of all places of profit or 
power, or to admit fuch only of the Protefbnts, as are too « 
infignificant in point of confcquence or abilities, to give 
any ef{e£tual oppofition to their meafures : add this tyranny 
which prevails generally through the whoW principality of 
the palatinate, is fulFered in many places to influence even 
the appointment of Proteibnt minifleis to ecdefiaftical 

benefices^ 
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benefioes. It is diificult to account for this extreme paf- 
fivenefs, otherwife than by imputing it to a depreflion of 
^irit that may ftill accompany their recoUedlion of the 
unexampled cruelties* which in the rage of Catholic zeal 
were exercifed on their unfortunate ancefiarsat the end of 
the kft century. Nor is it at all improbable that this is 
Ae real caufe of their forbearance under circumftances at 
which the feelings of other men would revolt ; for the 
tranfadlions of that period in the territory of the prince 
palatine, are perfeftly adapted to imprefs terror as well 
as abhorrence, even on thofe who are no otherwife inte- 
refled in diem, than as the friends of huma|iity, ^ 

Having fpent as much time at Baccharah as the plan 
of our tour would admit, we took leave of our hod at the 
Star ; and I owe him the. juftice of bearing teftimony to 
thecivility of his treatment, the moderation of his charge, 
and the excefience of his accommodations : though I had 
ft informed him the day after our arrival, that we were 
Engliihmen, a circumftance which I had not confided to 
any inn-keeper from Stralburg to this place ; for I was 
there ailiired, that we, (hould fufier great inconvenience 
from the prejudices (^the Palatines, if we were known to 
be Ej[iglifh. I related this to my hoft, who was very 

intelligent. 
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intdligenty and fpoke French extremely i^fell; that M 
mi^ be fenfible of the compliment I paid him. He 
heard me with great indignation, and aflii^ liie M 
account I had received of the difpoihion of the Priatines 
towards the Engliih was fidie and Qliberad, and defil<dd I 
would not form my opinion from ihformatioii, but ejcpe^ 
rience ; I followed his advice, and muft confisfs I had iio 
reafon to repent it. 

We engaged a boat td convey us to Obferwefel, a fmaH 
town in the eleftoratc of Treves, aboiit fix miles below 
Baccharah; The office of waterman iii Ais llttk vdyagc, 
which we made at the expence only of ten-pence, was 
performed by a young girl. A cdnfideraticki for the age 
and fex of our conduSrefe, and fome little cbiicem for 
Ourfelves, prevented our being perfeflly at feafe when wib 
firft embarked; but we were foon convinced that (he 
imderftood her bufincfs too welU and performed it With too 
much eafe to herfelf^ to leave Us any caufe bf diftr^fs, etttier 
on heir account or our own. 

Not having the good fortunie at dbf firil arrival tb ihfed 
>hy jperfon at Oberwefel wKo could Kpeak French, or to 
^hom We tould make ourfelves kifeUigible concerning the 

article 
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«eidb oi catiiig*. 'we fowd our eiit«:^anieiit, though well 
uitesiddU v«iy Ikde to our fatisfii&ioa; but ^e oppprtu- 
nky of gpatifying niy tafle ia a drawing of the caftle of 
Tefidd; which Qands on ao emmence that commands the 
towm, and is the fubjcft of the fixth plate, fufficleotly 
compeofitted fbr the diiappointmen^ of my appetite.. 
The cafe was odierwife with tny companion, who being 
keener &t, and having perhaps lefs eiathufiafm, wout4 
have pie&rred an Englilh buttock of beef to TefiMd cattle ; 
cr, I believe, to. any caftle in the univerfe, 

I WAS interrupted in my (irft attempt to make a draw- 
ii^ of this caftle, by the eager curioftfy of the inhabitants 
of OberwefeU who colle£ted about me in fuch crowds, 
that diey intercepted my view of the objed, and alnooft 
diftraded me with their noife ; I d^^refore deflfled £(xc thf 
prelent, and on the next day procured a boat, in: which I 
ieated myfidf at a fmall diftance fipm the fhore, and coin* 
pkalcd my drawing. The fame curiefity however pn- 
vailed, though with leis inconvenience to me ; a greater 
number of men, women, and children, aflemblefl on the 
bank of die river, than the town Teemed capably of con^ 
taining. Their condu^l was very like what voyagers 
relate of harmlefs lavages, and all circumftances confidered, 

our 
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our (ituation and communication with them was pretty 
much the fame as if they had been natives of Otaheite* 
This plate, befides Tefield caftle, leprefents the fort of 
PfaltZy which is not vifibie from the point of view at 
which my drawing of that place was made : nor had I the 
choice of a iituation from whence I could properly have 
introduced it» without facriiicing, in a great degree, the 
pittorefque beauty which diftinguiihes the fubjed of the 
fifth plate. I had great pleafure in perceiving that I fhould 
have an opportunity of introducing it heie» without depart- 
ing from a juft and correal reprefentation of nature; 
againft which I have not fufFered myfelf, in the fubjeds 
of this coUedion, to tranfgrefs in the (lighteft inftance* 
The grandeur and variety of the objeSs comprehended in 
this fingle view» feem indeed, even tomyfelf, to requires 
pledge that the compofition of it is not a mere work of 
imagination ; and as many fubje6ts will occur in the peru- 
fal of this work that may equally feem to be the produdions 
of £uicy» I muft entreat my readers to bear the declaration 
I have here made in their remembrance ; and whilft they 
contemplate the fcenes before them with admiration, to 
give me the credit only of having faithfully copied them 
from nature. 



NOTWITH- 
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Notwithstanding the inconveniencies we experi* 
enced at Oberwefel, I found fuflScient inducements in the 
fubjeds it afibrded my pencil to prolong my ftay for fome 
days. The church of St. Martyn having attrafted my 
DOtice» I determined to make a drawing of it : but finding 
it impoflible to tSkSt my purpofe, without ufing fome 
expedient to proce£k myfelf from the intnifions of the popo« 
lace, I applied by figns to a ftout robuft fellow, who 
feemed very fit for the occafion, to undertake the office of 
a centinel ; he feemed totally ignorant of my meaning, and 
I was half inclined to lelinquiih my defign ; but the fi^t 
of a few (hillings enlightened his underftanding, and en- 
gaged him very heartily in my fervice. He paraded round 
me with a large (tick, which he brandiihed with great dex- 
terity, and as effe£luallyfecured me from interruptions, as 
if I had been guarded by a file of mufqueteers. 

Having fucceeded fo well in my negoclation with my 
guard, and finding the hours irkfome that were not em- 
ployed in drawing, which required fome intervals of 
relaxation, I made ufe of the fame method to inform my 
landlord that I wifhed to procure a violin. He readily 
underftood me, and in half an hour introduced a man with 
a violin in each hand ; who, to my fatisfadion, addrcffed 

me 
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me in f lencb, which wb$ enough to eofiivc him, iaour 
ficsation, a very cordiai seccption. He was himfelf a 
perfbmKr, and oflwredtoaccomfMuiy mc I aflssd him tf 
he phyed at fight ? on his anfwering in the afScmative, I 
pfoduced a duet ; but petceiving by his fifft eflbrts topiajr 
it, that he nadflook my meaning, or over-rated his own 
alnlities^ I obferved to him that I onderftood he had pro* 
fefled to play at fight ; he replied with great fimpUcity diat 
he did, but not ^fiifijght. I now offered him a glafe of 
wine, which he was psevailed on with fome difficulty to 
accept; but findit^ it of a quality very fiiperiof to what 
he was accuftomed to drink, he finiihed two botdes with* 
out putting me to the trouble of a fecond invitation ; which 
completely drowned bodi his mufical and rttional ^Kiulf 
ties: and I was as thankful to the fervants of the inn for 
removing him, as I had been to their mafter for his introi' 
duAion. 

Hz repeated his vifit die next day, and politely pref^ted 
me with the notes of an air, of which I had exprrflbd 
fome admiration. Having returned his condpUment, by 
prefenting him with a minuet he had very much admired, 
and half a crown for the ule of his violin ; I took my 
leave of him» without regrettiif the fanprobability o£ our

ever meeting afi'in* I received indeed as little amuiement 
frofti his ftfftrument as his cotwerfation ; for we had exer-^ 
cifed oorfelves but a (hort time, before the fafne company 
who attended me in my attempts to make drawings, 
attraSed by the found of mufic, cdi&SteA about the hotife, 
and many of them entering without ceremony or invita- 
tion^ foftned a^retty numerous audience in my apartment: 
I wad therdfete glad to purchafe their abfence by laying 
down my fiddle. 

I ROSi£ the next morning with the fun, intending t6 
have made a drawing of a very fine gateway, built in a 
beautiful ftile of Gothic architeAure : it is the only pie. 
ferved min of a large monaftery ; and if the buildii^ to 
which it belonged in any ckgree correfponded with the 
entrance, its deftrudion cannot be too much lamented. 
My evil genius, however, reprefented by an Oberwefel 
mob, prevented my adding this beautiful obje^ to my 
4sdie£iion ; for, though I had chofen fo early an hour to 
efcape interruption, my former attendants furrounded me 
before I had made any progrefs in my otttline, and render- 
td my further pnxecding imprafticable. They certainly 
had no other intention than to gratify their curiofity, but 
being unable to make them fbnfibte, diat by incommofii^ 

me 
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me they difappointed themfelves, I fubmitted, very much 
againft my inclination, to put up my implements ; and 
returned as expeditioufly as poflible to my inn : for I had 
no doubt but they were as much cbflatisfied with my con- 
dud as I was with them. Befides the inconvenience of 
being thus obftruded in my purfuits, I began to appre- 
hend that the univerfal defertion of their occupations, 
which my prefence occafioned, might induce the ms^f- 
trates to conduft me out of the town with more, cere- 
mony than I entered. This confideration, and the little 
probability that another day (which was the utmoft I 
ihould have (laid) would produce any material change in 
their humour, determined me to pr^are immediately for 
our departure. 

We accordingly embarked, as foon as we had dined, 
for St. Goar, a handfome and well fortified town, belong- 
iiig to the landgrave of Heffe-Caflel, beautifully lituated 
on the weftem bank of the Rhine, at a very fmall diftance 
bom Oberwefel. When we had proceeded about a mile, 
the rocks on the oppofite (bore, which role gradually to a 
prodigious height, and were fo fteep and craggy as to 
appear inacceilible, formed a fcene in the bold and to* 
mantic ftile, as beautiful as can be imagined. The river 

in 
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in this part was narrow and very rapid ; and the paflage^ 
as we learnt from experience, attended with fome danger, 
if undertaken, as was our cafe, in a very fmall boat. But 
not being apprized of this circumflance, and my attention 
being wholly engaged by a fucceflion of objeds peculiariy 
fuited to my taftc, I did not perceive that our boat was 
powerfully attra£lc-l by a whiripool, till we were on the 
verge of its vortex : when the extraordinary exertions of 
the waterman, added to the terror exprefled on his coun- 
tenance, difcovered to us the danger we were in. He 
extricated us, however, wthout any other inconvenience 
than giving us a very ferious alarm. But we had fcarcely 
time to congratulate each other on our efcape, before we 
were overtaken by one of thofe fudden and violent ftorms 
which, from the nature of the adjacent country, are very 
frequent on the Rhine. It came with fuch fury, that the 
boat was feveral times turned round, and driven by the 
wind in contrary diredions : fo that we reached the fhore 
with great difficulty. Thefe ftorms being of ftiort con- 
tinuance, we were foon at liberty to proceed ; the weather 
during the remainder of our voyage was very fine, and 
tlic views on both fides of the river delightful. We 
arrived at St. Goar early in the evening.

The caftle of lUiinfeb, VieW^ with t^S^ tp lit^ pit- 
torefque beauties, is the moft ftriking objefl I have ever 

feen. 
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(beo. It ibiids oh a laig^.afid jextcbftvc^ rQck» thatidrQi 
majellicaU7fnimthe;fi(k.of tfaeiiver^ taaineiycQDfid^ablc 
height. It was built about the middle of the thirteenth 
centuiTfT. The iBoft general view that can he taken of it» 
OS givenin^hefeventk plate. The groupd that farms thits 
face of theiTOGk is wry unequal, having nturiberlefs $«$^r 
tions and receiiee,' Inhere fbstlfications 'a^e ereiAed^ and 
lines formed, which render the.caftle.of .Rlhinfek (if .not 
impregnable) one di the ftrongeft fiifftreflfis in iEurckpe. 
Thcfe being interfperfed with trees, vineyards,. and irich 
^herbage, prefent a.fcenein which beauty and grairieuriaTC 
fo united, as toproduce the moft pleafing and aftonifliing 
effect. An- irregular range of buildings, which commence 
at the foot of the rock and are continued to itsifummit, 
form a communication with thecitadeL .Some>of diefe 
buildings are handfome ; but their importance to the pit- 
torefque beauty, of the view, is owing to the infinite vaiiety 
of their figures, and the diverfity of colouring thoy exhibit 
from the different materials: made life of in conftruftingor 
embellifliing them. Every fpot unoccupied by buildings 
being laid out in Qtchards, vineyaids» <v otbisr pIant;atiovis ; 
a hixuriance of foliage foftens and enriches the rwhole 
fcene ; and .concfts^ or, at leaft, tpQ<)»ciks:the formality 
of art, by^ving ai dfgree of beau^i taihejaogMfar: forms of 

a for- 
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a fortificatieDi which* when ahftradedly viewed, are, of 
sUodiers, the moft o&nfive to the eyebf anartift. 

. The banacks, confifting of a regular and handfome 
row of buildings,, fituated at the foot of the ipck, which 
ferves as their back-ground, make, a pleafmg contraft to the 
toiultiform irregularity of the buildings, and other objeAs, 
comprehended in this view of the cafUe. The middle 
grpund is coropo&d of a rock, which feems to be abrupdy 
intruded. Its efFe£l, however, is admirable ; for, by con- 
trading the fcene, it forces the eye upon objects, which 
the more they are contemplated, the more they delight. 
To complete the beauty and grandeur of the view, the 
Second river in Europe flowing rapidly berieijh the walk of 
the fortrefs, animates and enlivens the whole. 

T-HE eighth view applies rather as a fpecimen of the 
country than a reprcfentation of the cattle ; though fuch 
parts of it as are reprefented, are highly pittorefque. 

I CANNOT take leave of Rhinfels cattle without remark- 
ihg on the views I have given of it, that the different times 
of < the day at which the drawings were made, afforded a 
light and (hadow peculiarly adapted to the.refpeaive fub- 

jefls. 
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jgELs. a ncx>n day fun was iwceffiuy in the firft, to point 
out and difplay the numerous objefts of which it is com^- 
pofed ; in the latter^ the fun having nearly finished its 
daily courfe, the caftiey and the fiimmit only of the rock 
on which it ftands, were illumined ; the reft of the land- 
fcape, confifting of fmalier rocks, vineyafds, and other 
obgeds, not in ttonfelv^ very intevefting, were mvohnsd 
in one grsoid mafs of ihade ; an efFeA which muft often 
occur in mountainous countries, but hath not sdways been 
attended to by artifts. A thin vapour, that commonly 
rifes among the naountains with the fimtng fun, fpreads a 
dufldnels over the landfcape, which bknded and foftened 
thofe objects from which its rays ait widuirawn ; dte fore- 
ground only being, in (bme degree, enlivened by r^e^ed 
lights. 

It will not require a fcienttfic eye to difcem, that thefe 
fi^jeAs, with many others which appear in this collec- 
tion, receive great advantage from having the drawings of 
them hi^ly finifhed m the Jfot\ a circumftance which 
I think very important to a juft reprelentatidn of the natu- 
ral beauties of any landfcape. For thofe artifts who con- 
tent themfelves with a flt^ floetch or outUne of a fubjeft, 
muft often be inaccurate in fini&ing the tnioutias of 
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tfadr diawings ; fiv the beamifiil tints that are leai iniui^ 
tuie, are too various and tranfient, and the cironnfiances 
to be attended to in the forms and outlines of nabual ob- 
jeds, too numerous for the niceft jui^ or the moft 
curious and attentive obferver» to bear in his mind. The 
defefis (rf* memory are conlequently fupplied by invention : 
hence it happens, that the works of many artiils are fke* 
quently Aftingiuflied by die fixrms and colouring of ibas 
rocks, trees, or odier interefting objeds, which being 
oeariy alike in all fubjedts, ^ve a iamenefs to their produc- 
tions, which never can appear in works copied from na- 
ture. The fame may be obferved of pencilling ; thofe who 
ftudy the works of eminent matters, are folicitous only to 
acquire their manner of producing efiefis. Thole who 
ftudy nature, will be as various in their manner, as in 
their fubje£b ; for the adual produftion of eiFeds, not 
the manner of produdi^ them, will be the obgea of thdr 
(blicitude. TKe firft point of excellence to which an 
artift can attain^ is to copy nature conedly ; the next, to 
give a clc& imitation of her beauties, which cannot be 
too minutely ftudied. 

The chiaro ofcuro is, in general, a material objeA of 
attention \ for the moment of delineation ihould be delayed, 

'tiU 
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'till an opportunity of exprefling its mod pleafing eSsSt 
occurs. . I have frequently leen views in this tour, which 
have appeared to me for feveral days vrithout any force or 
efleftf which when properly illumined, have become 
ftrikingly beautiful : and, I believe, there are few who be- 
ftow any attention on the fubjed, that have not feen the 
moft trifling outlines made charming by the mere elk6t of 
the fun. It is therefore my invariable praftice, when the 
time permits, to (ketch the contours of feveral drawings^ 
and to rderve the finifliing of them, till fuitable and pleaf- 
ing eflSsds are produced in nature. When diefe do not 
arife to g^ve exercife to the judgment and tafte of an artift, 
(on which the choice of the chiaro olcuro beft fuited to 
the fubjeA muft in all cafes depend) it may be allowable 
to give a litde indulgence to his imagination* There is^ 
indeed, one genaal rule admitted in drawing from nature, 
which leaves great fcope and latitude to the fancy, viz. 
that although it be contrary to every idea of prc^riety, to 
throw a li^t on any part of a landfcape, from whence 
the rays of the fun are excluded by an intervening objed, it 
is allowable for a (hadow to be introduced wherever the 
artift pleafes ; becaufe die fame objedb that are vividly 
illumined in one minute, may the next appear in a fiunter 
light, from the intervention o( a thin tranfparent cloud ; 
E« or 
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Of be cndfdj fliawlfri by a more f^ooasf one, imperncxist^ 
Aenqrsofdiefiiii. Tbegreatcftfixoeaiidiiioft pleafmg 
dkA are difpbycd, when tbe atmofphere is fmchaiged 
with flccdng doods ; flrong fliadows bdi^ then oppoTed 
taftroDgl^its, the aitift has an oppcntunity of giving the 
otmoftfocoetDhbfiibjed, andof di^laying^nicetjrof 
Us jix^oacDt, by piDportionii^ die d^rees of li|^ to the 
impoftance of the objcAs to be iUnmined; ^riiidi cannot 
be comfily done, when the mufiinn ^aic of an tin- 
doodkdfiuioverrpreads die whole r^^. GieatfldHand 
lafle arc fequiied to produce a good aad proper e&a ftom 
die intrododioa of various lights ; for tudefs one of diem 
be fiifficieady piedbminant to attrad die firft notice, die 
eye wandeis over die fubjea widioiit diftinguifliing die 
principal objea, which in every poffiUc cafe, bodi in hif- 
tory and hndfeape-p^nting, fliould be iBumined by the 
principal li^t. 

Many circamftances conctirred to render St Goar 
infinitely more agreeable to us, than any odier place we 
had vifrted. Through fome acci*nt, we pafled unob- 
fervcd by a ccntinel, who was pofted at the entrance of 
the town to leceive the names of ftrangers, which arc 
daily repotted to the governor of the fertrds. Very foon, 

therefore, 
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therefore, after our arrival, we were vifked by the officer 
of tfae guard ; who being under the neceflity of repairing 
the n^ligence of the centineU requeued, with many 
apologies for his intnifion, that we would favor him 
with our oaoies. He addrei&d us in very good Ei^Ufh ; 
and we had roafon to congratulate ourfelves on the acci- 
dent that introduced him to our acquaintance; for he was 
polile^ ienfible, and entertaining, and was fddom abfent 
firom us during our (by at St. Goar. 

His knowledge of the. EngUifa language, in wUch he 
excelled any foreigner I had ever met with» was acquired 
by ferving with the Englifh army in America ; the corps 
to which he belonged being one of the auxiliary battalions 
€( the Heflian troops employed in the unhappy coiiteft 
between Great-Britain and her colonies* He conmieotcdt 
with great ability, on the operations and events in which 
he had fuftained a part ; and was very animated in his 
obfervations and reflexions on the conduA and refult of 
that ilkfated war. I liflenod to him with ffx$X attention i 
and truth obliges me to coofefe, that I gained man 
knowledge of the fubjed from this fubaltem officar» of 
an amdliary corps, in a lemote town of Germany, than 
I had been able to colled, in my own country, from the 

orators 
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Ofatws of parliament, tbe printer of the gazette, or die 
ingenious and awnnmnicativc fidnricators of die dailjr 
papers. 

To relieve the diiagreeabk fdifations diis namdve had 
excited, both in our minds and his own, he flarted a new 
tahjcSt, much better adapted to produce pleafing dreams, 
than the fcenes of horror and devaftation he had painted ; 
or die miiieprefentations, avarice, and treachery of the 
few deteflable individuals, to whom he confidendy, and 
with much feeming reafon, imputed the tnaumecable 
calamities that have arifen to this country firom the 
American war. 

He infbnned us, that the mafter of the Bois Veid, at 
whofe houfe we had taken up our abode, washimfelf 
very fuperior to the generality of perfons in his ftation or 
employment; that he had three dau^ters who were 
extremely handfome and accomplilhed, and to whom, if 
we approved it, he would introduce us. My fellow tra- 
veller took upon him, without hefitation, to aiifwer fi>c 
us both ; and ^ ladies, attended by thdr .£itber, were 
announced by our military fiiend, before I had time to 

adjuft 
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adjuft iny ciavat, or even to examine the pofitidn of my 
wig. 

I SHOULD here, perhaps, refign my pen; and leave 
it to my companion, as better fitited to his age, to de. 
fcribe the ladies : but though I did not contemplate them 
widi the fenfibility of. nineteen, I am not lefs difpofed 
to do juftice to their beauty and accompliihments. Thcj 
were certainly handfome and agreeable ; had good voices^ 
and fung very prettily ; one of them indeed with great 
tafle. They played likewife on the vii^nal, a ftringed 
inftrument, which formerly was much ufed in England, 
Its tones are a medium between the piano forte (which it 
refembles in form) and the harpfichorS. The old gen- 
tleman procured me a violin, and being himfdf a per* 
former, we made out a tolerable concert. This, with a 
free admiifion to the ladies of the houfe, who fpoke 
French, an accomplifliment not common even among the 
bed educated women in this part of the country, made 
our time pafs very pleaiantly. 

In the article of provifions, I was here, as in every 
other place we pafled through in Germany, very indiflfe- 
rently acconunodated. The extravaj^t ufe of vinegar 

in 
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in tbor cookery, whidi I could not prevail on die Ger- 
man cooks, either by commands or entreaties, to omit, 
was a circumfiance which fubjefied me to much inccm- 
tenience and fome mortification ; for die difonier that 
induced me to undertake the tour, beii^ ftimuiated by 
die fli^teft ide of acick, I had often no altornatiTe but 
to afallain altogether from eadng, or to fuflEer extremely 
for a very modoate gratificadon <£ my appedte. My 
healdi indeed was fo little benefited by the exerctfe and 
dias^ of climate, recommended by my madical advifers 
in Zyondon, that I began ferioufly to wi(h myfelf within 
reach of the waters of Harrowgatei or Aix la Chapdle ; 
from either cS which Doflor Tissot, die phyfician who 
attended me at Laufanne, gave me great hopes of reco- 
very. He advifcd me, however, to try any other mineral 
fjprings that might fell in my way, before I could readi 
either of thofe places. 

The firft opportunity of following this part of his 
prefcription, occurred at St. Gear, where the Schwalbach 
water was fold at three halfpence a quart. I made an 
immediate trial of its virtue, beginning with a fmall 
quantity, and increafing it gradually to two quarts a day ; 
which I continued to take till I arrived at Aix la Cha« 

pelle; 
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pelle ; it being fold at ail the inns on the road from St. 
Goar to that city. They call \tfour water, the leafon of 
which I could neither learn nor conceive, its tafte being 
extremely pleaiant, and perfis&ly free fixmi any percepti* 
ble Aoffwt of acidity. It has the Angular property of ax^ 
leAing four wine, which is a happy cixcumftance for the 
inhabitants of the countries bordering on the Rhine, as 
Ateir only drink is a thin (bur white wine : the choicefl: 
produce of their vineyards being referved for ^portation, 
or to fumiih the cellars only of the nobility and gentry of 
the comitry. On drawing the cork, a thick vapour iifues 
from the bottle that contains this water ; and when poured 
out, it fparkles like champaign. Its eflTeft foon gave me 
feafbn to rejoice in the occafion (diftrefsful as it was at 
the time) that introduced me to Dodor Tissot, for I 
may date the commencement of my recovery, from the 
moment I fwalbwed the fiift draught of the Schwalbach* 
water, which I certainly iboukl not have taken, but for 
his advice. 



* There arc two placet of tbis name 3 but the Schwalhach, f«- 

moui for ita medicinal fpring, is a fmall town in the principality of 
Naflau, fituated on the river Aar, about fix leagues above Dietz. 



The 
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The windows of my s^artmcnt, cominamfing tbe 
views that are given in the ninth and eleventh plates, was 
another circumfiance, which added very much to my 
iatisfaAion and convenience at the Bens Veid ; it enabled 
me to make the drawings of them more perfeft and cor» 
ie& than they could otherwife have been ; and gave me 
an opportunity of feizing the moment, in which the mxA 
pleaiing eflfeft of li^ and fhadow was producsed : for - 
though the lines were beautifully contraAed, and the 
obje&s as various as fancy could have formed them ; the 
general dkSt was rendered more or lefs charming, by 
eveiy tranfition of the light and (hadow. 

In die firft of thefe views, the principal objeft is a 
caftle called the Cat, which is imagined, by fome writers, 
to have been ereAed in the fourteenth century : but the 
ftyle of the building, its (ituation, and other circumflances 
attending it, as well warrant a fuppofitioo, that it was 
built two thoufand years ago, as four hundred : and if any 
wei^t be given to etymological conje£iure, (which is, 
at leaft, as good as any other doubtfiil evidence) its foun- 
dation may, with fome (hew of reafon, be dated long 
before the commencement of the Chriftian sera ; for it 
teems probable, that it derives its name from the Catti» 

an 
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an ancient people of Gennany, who pofleflecl, till the 
latter end of the reign of Tiberius, a great part of the 
country of Hefle : but entering, at that time, into a war 
with the people of an adjoining ftate, about the right to a 
fmall river* which both parties claimed, were totally de- 
feated : and the conquerors having previoufljr vowed their 
fpoils to Mars and Mercury, which confccrated every 
' living creatiu^, that fell into their hands, to immediate 
and inevitable death ; the Catti were obliged to abandon 
their country. They retired to the ifland of the Batavi, 
now called Holland, where there are places which dill 
bear their name, viz. CAT-vnck-op-zen on the fea-fide, 
and CAT-wick-op-den Rhein on the Rhine. 

This caftle, whatever antiquity it may boaft, appears 
to retain its original form, and is, otherwife, tolerably 
perfed. The immenfe rock, on which it (lands, is 
(ituated on the eaftem bank of the Rhine, oppofite to St. 
Goar, having the little town of Goarhaufen at its foot. ^ 
The afcent to it, which is alraoft perpendicular, is beau- 
tifully enriched with vineyards and other plantations: 
The ftupendous rocks that form the back-ground, and 
which, notwithftanding their prodigious height, are en- 
tirely covered with trees, give majefty to the principal 

objed. 
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obje£t, and exhibit an inftance of union between boldnefs 
and luxuriancy, which is much oftener fcen in the pro- 
duftions of fancy, than in the works of nature. 

The village, which appears in a diftant view, and lb 
greatly contributes to the pittorefque beauty of this fcene, 
is Patllberg, whofe wines are reckoned among the bcft 
that are produced in this part of the country. The flying 
bridge, which makes fo confpicuous a figure in the fore 
ground, though perpetually fliifting its pofition, is always 
in fight at fome point or other of the paflage between St. 
Goar and Goarhaufen, and may therefore be confidcred as 
a permanent appendage to the landfcape ; it is a fine objeft 
in itfelf, and gives a new effeft to the grandeur and pitto- 
refque beauty of the river. Its excellence and peculiarity 
confift in the method of applying it, which, though ex- 
tremely fimple, is no inconfiderable refult of ingenuity 
and contrivance. The Rhine is in diis part fo rapid as to 
render all common means of communication between St. 
Goar and Goarhaufen impraSicable ; the flying bridge, 
therefore, was a very important acquifition to the inhabi- 
tants on both fides of the river. 

It is conftru&od in this manner : A boat is fixed in the 

centre 
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centre of die river by an anchor, or.fome other means as 
eflfe^bial* A chain pafles from the fixed point, over eigh( 
floating boats (which ferve only to keep the chain above 
the water) to the pallage-boat or bridge, confifting of two 
veflels faflened to each other ; which, on being loofened 
from the (bore, is carried to the centre by the fiream ; 
where the refiflance, and a little aid from the rudder, 
make it move to the oppofite (bore. The pafls^ is in 
the fegment of a circle ; and the bridge may be faid to 
ofcillate like a pendulum firom the fixed boat in the centre 
of the liver. 

I WAS fo extremely pleafed with the drawing I had juft 
finiilied, that I detenmned the next day to take a nearer 
furvey of the ori^nal. I -accordingly palfed over to Goar- 
haufen early in the morning, and proceeded as foon as I 
had breakfafted, towards the caftle. The dired approach 
to it beii^ too fleep for me to oicounter, I afcended by 
a winntiog road, which gave me an opportunity of view- 
ing die caflk at ail points ; and by difplaying the general 
profpe£l with infinite variations, fiimifhed an unexpe£ted 
fubjedt of pleafure and admiration ; for fome or other of 
the numberiefs pittorefque objeds with which nature and 
art have enriched diiswonder&lfpot, met my eye at every 

turn 
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turn of the road ; and changing in efFeft their fituatioa 
with refped to each other, as 1 advanced, dVery moment 
produced new fcenes, of which the leaft beautiful mi^t 
have formed an interefting fubjed for the inimitable pencil 
of PoussiN. 

My attention had been fo entirely occupied, that I 
reached the point on the fide of the firft hill, where I Uxk 
the view, without any fenfe of difficulty or £ttigue ; and 
began immediately to fketch the outline of the north-eaft 
front of the ca(Ue, which is reprefented in the tenth plate. 
This view, though lefs grand than the former, is, I 
think, equally pleafing. The mill, the uncouth bridge 
that leads to it, and the ffaeam flowing beneath, give a 
romantic fimplicity to the fcene ; whilft the caflle, which 
in the former plate, fits enthroned as fovereign of die 
adjacent hills, afltiming an appearance lefs awful, feems 
to accommodate its ftyle of grandeur to the objeds which 
accompany it in this point of view ; forming altogether a 
fubjed well adapted to die (lyle of compofition of the 
Flemiih fchooU 

Satisfied with this acquifition, I returned to Goar- 
haufen ;' but finding iiothing in that place, that merited 

particular 
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particular noticey I took my feat in the flying bri(^» 
which foon dMiveyed me to St. Goar, where I was agree- 
ably welcomed by the captain and my fair friends at the 
Bois Verd. 

The Moufe cafile, fituated on the fame fide of the 
river, at a fmall difiance from fort Cat, and taken likewife 
from die window of my apartment, is the fubjeft of die 
devendi plate. This cafile, Aougjh inferior in fituation 
and grandeur, poflefles many of the beauties of foit Gtt, 
and is by no means unworthy to be its companion. It 
commands an extenfive view of the Rhine in both direAi- 
ons : at the foot of the rock on which it (famds, is the 
village of Webnich, which lying behind the caftle, as 
viewed from St. Gear, a fmall part of it only appears in 
this plate. The profpeA from the north-wefl front, is 
terminated by a ridge of lofty hills, crowned with woods, 
having herds and numerous flocks grazing on their fides ; 
the intermediate ground is compofed of fmall hills, and 
beautifid valleys highly cultivated. 

The building is in a fiyle of architedure fimilar to that 
of the Cat.caftle, and though it has fuffered more from 
the hand of time, was probably erefted about the fame 

period: 
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peiiod: but wbatefor andqahy ibef maj booft, Ae occ^ 
tbn o{ them was a wonderfbl excrtioa of faamaii an and 
induftfy ; and the mtdtitude of diele venendric and mag* 
nificent buildings, that are eveiy where feen on die bonkis 
of the Rhine, feem to indicate, diat the andoit inha^ 
bitants, ading under impreflions unfdt by thdr poflerity, 
were excited to diele great undertakings, by having per* 
petuaily before them, the bold and majeftic dijeSs widi 
which nature hath fo liberally adorned this romantic 
country: for the nioft perfed harmony of fijie is here 
preferved between die produdions of nature, and the works 
of art ; where fimplictty prevails in the mie, the awful 
majefty of the other is proportionaUy foftoied ; where tre* 
mendous rocks fortn the natural (cene, the aTpiring archi- 
ted has exhibited the boldeft features of his woik« and 
chaHengeshis portion of admiration. 

My next undertaking was the city of St. Goar, repre- 
fented in the twelfth plate : die nature of the fufajefk, and 
the great fatisfadion I had experienced during my fiay 
there, inclined me to be particularly attentive to the exe- 
cution of it. This city, which is the capital of Lower 
Hefie, was oat of die places devoted by Louis the Four- 
teenth to de(bu£tion: it was accordii^y invefed in 

December 
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December 16929 by the French army under the command 
ofiield-marfhalTALLARDy who wasdangeroufly wounded 
in the attack ; and obliged to retire with great precipita- 
tion, after lofing levend thoufand men, and a confiderable 
.parted his artiilery. 

It is pleafantly fituated cm the margin of die river> 
at the foot of an immenfe rodk which is almoft pendicu.* 
lar, and appcoaches fo near to the ifaream, that the houfes, 
which are in general handfome, are built in hanging 
ftreets ; many very convenient habitatbns being formed 
in the fleepeft parts of the rocjc itfelf. The accefs to the 
upper ftreets is attended with fome inconvenience to the 
inhabitants \ but when feated in their houfes, nothing 
can exceed the beauty of the profpe£l ; the country round 
being cultivated with great induftry, and the rocks richly 
covered with vines, planted in afcendant terraces, as in 
the Rhinegau. The inhabitants themfelves are lively, but 
the town is indebted for a great part of its gaiety to the 
ganifon of Rhinfels. The extreme rapidity of the Rhine, 
both above and below St. Goar, occafions a great fcarcity 
of fifli : the want of this luxury doth not feem, however, 
to be much felt, nor indeed the enjoyment of it to be much 
F underftood ; 
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underftood ; for what they do prefervei is eaten cold, and 
frequently without any fauce. 

After having taken thefe feveral views at St. Goar, 
(the mod romantic fituation I have ever feen,) we embark- 
ed in a paflage-boat on the Rhine, in queft of other pitto- 
refque obje£ts. We had ten or a dozen perfons on board ; 
fome pafling to villages at a little diftance ; others going 
for pleafure, forty or fifty miles, and returning the next 
day. In pafling down the river, they may be faid to be 
on parties of pleafure : but in their return, they are drawn 
by horfes clofe to the fliore, and ^ainft the ftream, which 
is fometimes ftrong and rapid. 

One of the company fpoke French, with whom we 
entered into converfation ; a privilege we generally loft on 
the Rhine, by our unacquaintance with the German lan- 
guage. This circumftance the candid reader will bear in 
mind, if our orthography of German names fhould not 
always be correS, and if we fliould be thought cautious of 
hazarding opinions on cuftoms and occurrences which wc 
might not fully comprehend. 



We 
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We landed at Boppart ; and in our way» reconnoitred 
the town : it had hardly any circunoftances which could be 
deemed pittorefque* The walls were high and extenfive ; 
a tower of tolerable height appeared in the back-ground ; 
and fmaller turrets fringed the water : but the whole would 
not form an interefting pidlure, A laigje nunnery com- 
onanded a fine view of the river ; where beautiful ladies, 
peeping out at the windows, feemed impatient of confine- 
ment. Such an objed is apt deeply to dSc6t the mind of 
aProteftant; the inhabitants pafled by , without feeming to 
beftow a thought on the anguifh and mifery within. 

From Boppart, we made for Braubach ; and we fliall 
juft relate our difappointments, as warnings to artifts who 
may fucceed us. The intermediate country is extremely 
beautiful; woods, rocks, fruit-trees, com, and various 
circumftances combine to pleafe the eye, and might have 
inflamed the imagination in almoft any other place : but 
: on the Rhine, the ima^nation of an artift is torpid to any 
diingnot fublime. ' , 

. In the paflageto Braubach, we pailed by Speiz, which 

is faid to be the centre of Hefle. That circumfiance, and 

the appearance of its watch-tower, made me hefitate ; but. 

Fa oil 
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on tnatnre examination, I diought k moft prudent not to 
land, until we arrived at Braubach. Here we were embor^ 
raffed by our unacquaintance with German ; the only lan- 
.guage fpoken by the waterman ; and by all around u$, 
except one geiitieman. We were under the difagreeable 
neceflky of cequefling him to be our interpreter ; and he 
kindly condudtd us to an inn ; but in a ftreet fo narrow, 
ao(i living ^purtmeifts fo fmall and low, that we deter- 
mihed to truft our own eyes, rather than the bformation 
of the waterm^^. After a ihort ramble, we difcoveied a 
fmall public-houfe by the water-fide: the negociation 
with the landlord, who had but one fmall bed which he 
could fpare, and who underftood not a word or g^fture 
that was not German, was very arduous ; but happily 
concluded in our accommodation. 1 was indulged with 
admiffion to a vineyard, where I took a view which 
win be added to the fubjeds of another Number. 

I BEG leave to obferve, that thou^ I flayed longer at 
St. Goar than at any place I had yet vifited, the time 
was very infuflScient for even fketching the hundredth 
part of the beautiful and intereding ibbjeds, that every 
where occurred in the enchanting neighbourhood of that 
city. The views I have given in this and ikt preceding 

Number, 
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Number, are a proof, that my admiration was not excited 
by ccMnmon or inconfiderable objefts ; they are formed, 
if contemplated^wg^fy, to imprefs the mind of the beholder 
with aAonifliment and ple^ure. But when my readjsrs 
are informed that the caftle of Rhein&ls ; the Cat calUe ^ 
the Moufe ; the city of St. Goar ; the town of Gpar- 
haufen ; with many intermediate objeds, which, in any 
other iituation, would be very ftriking; and laft, though 
not leaft important to the grandeur of the (bene, an exten- 
five view of the Rhine; are all feen from one point, and 
SHrediibibuted within a diftrid of a few mites : the enthu* 
fiafm I feU in the contemplation, and mi^ always fed 
in the recolledlion of this wcmderful afflemMage of objeAs^ 
wiUnot, I hope, be attributed to the warmth of my ima- 
gination, but to the juftnefs of my feelings. 

Though I had many times experienced in my pafitge 
on the Rhine, that the impreffion I received from objc6b 
which feemed to me to ppflefs the higheft degree of gran- 
deur ai?d pittorefque beauty, was aknoft immediately fuc- 
Cjoeded by that of others more beautiful and fublime ; I 
left St. Goaj: wilfaout conceiving it pOfliHe that any thing 
comparable widi the fubjedb I had left untouched in the 

oeighbcMirhood 
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neighbourhood of that city, would occur in tHe remainder 
of my tour. 

I HAD therefore no difficulty in accommodating my 
Views and expcftations to humbler fcenes ; but after the 
agreeable entertainment I had met with at the Bois Verd, 
I could not fo eafily reconcile myfelf to the wretched 
accommodations we were obliged to put up with at Brau- 
bach. For thou^ the houfe by the water-fide, to which 
chance had conduced us, was delightfully fituated, the 
leaft frequented road in England does not exhibit any 
thing under the denomination of an inn, or houfe of 
entertainment, half fomiferable. 

But the obliging behaviour of the landlord and his 
wife, who appeared to be very folicitous to ferve and ac- 
commodate us, was in our circumflances an irrefiftiblc 
inducement to become their giiefts. This, however, was 
the only circumftance very flattering in the profpe6l before 
us. On examining the bed, which we had been told was 
the only one the houfe afforded, we found it fo extremely 
fmall, that we could only have ufed it alternately. The 
good woman obferving our diftrefs on this account, very 
civilly defired the Gendeman who had come to our affiil- 

ance. 
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aisce^ to infonn us, that ihe would endeavour, at lead, tO; 
procure another from a nei^bour, if we would fubnait to 
have it laid on the floor. We were not in a fituation to 
ftart objedtions ; — (he left us, and in a fhort time returned* 
with a countenance which tdd us fhe had fucceeded. 
The bed foon followed, and our apprehenfions about a. 
lod^ng beix^ removed, the next care was to orddr dinner.: 
Our hoftefs did not perplex us with a long bill of fare, 
but producii^ a fmall piece of mutton, gave us to under-- 
(land that her larder contained nothing more. A fear*: 
city of provifions is an inconvenience generally felt at this 
place, the inhabitants being d>liged to procure almbft 
every thing they ufe from Coblentz, which is at leaft 
three leagues from Braubach. We foiind likewise; that .w^ 
vmt the firft guefts ihe had entertained at bod and board. 

Whilst our dinner. was jpreparing, we received a 
proof of her attention to us, which promifed to remove 
our principal inconvenience. She recolle6led there w^ a 
perfoQ in the town who had formerly ferved in the French 
army, and immediately engaged him to attend, and in- 
terpret for us. He made his cntre widi the dinner, of 
which I invited him to partake. Hefaid he had already 
dined, and having nothing before us veiy tempting, I 

prefTed 
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pnefled him no further ; but as foon as the kmdlady with- 
drew, (perceiving we could not eat the nnitton,) he fell 
to, and devoured every morfel of it. We complained 
^erj much of the badnefs of the meat, and dcfired him to 
c^Mmmmicate what we iaid to the landlady, and infonn 
her that our dinner had only been a bit of bi^ead. He 
pfeteifded to do as we reqoefted, but it was evident from 
the Ickdcs and behaviour of the woman» that he had ex- 
pieflfid faimfelf very differently, for flio appeared to be 
highly'pleaied with what he faid. 

DisGusTED with this barefaced treachery, I carelefsly 
diked hiih if he knevtr any other perfon in the town who 
^9oke Fretoch? But bc&ng^oo old a foldier to be taken by 
fubpriEb^.be>anfweied me in the negative. Atfupper» 
which confided of a plumb-pudding fomewhat in the 
Englifli taftei he refumed his poft. I repeated the com- 
pliment of an invitation id partake with us, but the land- 
lady being m the room, he declined it. We took him at 
his word, and difpatched the whole ourfelves. Having 
fullered great inconvenience at other pla^ from German 
cookery, I defired him to intrcat the hndlady that I mi^t 
have ho acid in any thing (he drefled for me. In this 
cafe likewife I had reafon to believe th^t he miiinferpteted 
t me, 
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me, as every thing that was fet before us had a greater 
proportion of acid than I had been plagued with at any 
other place. — ^By this artifice he fecured my (hare of the 
provifion to himfelf, which he took however by ftealth, 
for I could not prevail with him to tafte a nrK»rfel, whilft 
any perfon belonging to the houfe was prefent. Nothing* 
arofe to explain to me this part of his condud. Perceiv- 
ing that he mifreptefented all my diredions concerning 
the manner of drefling my viduals ; I could no longer 
refrain from ihewing fome marks of difpleafure, which 
being obferved by the landlady, {he applied to my inter*, 
preter for an explanation ; but learning nothing fatisfac* 
tory from him, fhe appeared greatly didreiled, and often 
exclaimed in a piteous tone, tmfrnibU! tmftrable! I was 
at laft reduced to the neceflSty of cooking for myfelf, in 
which I had many difficulties to encounter, from the 
want of kitchen utenfils. Two bricks placed edgeways 
with fticks laid acrofs, was the only contrivance I had the 
means of fubftituting for a gridiron ; every thing elfe was 
confident with this fpecimen. By way of confolation, 
they informed me I fuffered no peculiar inconvenience, 
for ihat the town in getietal was no better fupplied with' 
boufehold conveniences; or other accommodationsi than 
our hoftefs \ I' wisis therefore perhaps better off with her 

than 
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than I (hould have been, elfewhere, as no perfbn could 
have been more folicitous to ferve or oblige us. 

It may feem ftrange that I (hould continue for many 
days in a fituation fo very uncomfortable, when a few 
hours might have conveyed me within reach of every 
convenience and accommodation the country afforded. 
The truth is, I had given my hobby-horfe the rein. 
The cadle of Marxburgh had caught my attention, and I 
could not leave Braubach without adding to my collec- 
tion, the different views of ah objeft which fbuck me as 
peculiarly beautiful and romantic. This cafUe, which 
belonged formerly to the Prince Palatine, was a place of 
confiderable ftrength ; but being deftroyed as a fortrefs in 
f 1689, when the palatinate was laid wafte by Louis die 
Fourteenth, has not fince been repaired. It afterwards 
devolved by treaty or exchange, with the bailiwick of 
Braubach, to the Prince of Hcflb-Darmftadt, who has 
converted it into a.ftate prifon. 

Among it^ prefent inhabitants is a Jacobin Prior, who 
has fuflbred the lofs of liberty for more than twenty years, 
for prefuming to write s^gainft fuperftition. The Prince 
is tormented with a dread of fpirits, fince the death of a 

favourite. 
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favourite, which he occafioncd in the chace \ and fleeps in 
an apartment lightened with wax candles, and fiimiihed 
with guards. — ^He has committed the government to his 
eldeft fon. The caftle of Marxburgh is likewifc the 
place of confinement to which the prince fends his mif- 
trefles, if they have the misfortune to incur his jealoiify or 
difpleafure. In 1782, Madam Blanquette fell under hit 
fufpicion, and was committed to this prifon. She pre* 
vailed on the fervant who brought her proviftons, to ex- 
change dreifes with her, and efcaped. The prince doom- 
ed the fervant to the fate intended for his miftrefs, and 
confifcated her effeds. The caftle is guarded by militia. 

The peafants in this principality are Serfs, or flaves ; 
they muft ferve four years before they are allowed to mar- 
ry : and if they defert, become the property of govern- 
ment. When the Prince takes the diverfion of hunting, 
the peafants, to the amount of four or five hundred, are 
obliged to form a circle, and to drive the game to a def-r' 
tined fpot. If one of them kills a hare, and is difcovered, 
he is condenmed to the hard lot of being chained to a 
wheel-barrow, in which he conveys ftooes, or dirt, for 
the remainder of his life, to and from the capital. 

The 
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The rock on which the ca(Ue of Marxburgh is fitu- 
ated, fiands clofe to Braubach ; and is leprefented, with a 
part of the town and a very fmall part of the cafile» in the 
thirteenth plate. The grandeuir of this objed, indepen- 
dent of other circumftances, was fufficient to attra£l my 
attention ; but there was a fingularity in its appearance, 
that claimed particular notice. The fide which faces the 
town is extremely craggy ; and broken into an infinite 
variety of forms, from which a fencifiil obferver might 
colleA' ample fubjeA for the exercife of his imagination. 
The prominent parts of its furface wet« tinted with co. 
lours, as various as the forms it exhibited ; the recefles 
richly planted with vines, and a red herbage interfperfed, 
fixmed a rich and pleafing contraft to die barren appear- 
ance, and lefs lively colouring of its craggy projeflions ; 
the whole compofing an aflemUage of tints, which, 
faithfully reprefented in a pi£hire, might pleafe the eye^ 
but would never induce a belief that any (cene exifts, in 
which they are fo united by the hand of Nature. 

This view viras taken from the centre of a vineyard, 
leprefented in die fore-ground, fiom whence a comer 
only of the caftle couM be feen ; but there vi^as no ctther 
fituation fo advantageous to a juft reprefentation of the 

rock, 
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rock, on which it ftands ; an obje£l which, in my judg- 
ment, well deferved to be the principal %ure of a diftind 
fttbje£t. 

On my return to my lodging, I enquired of my inter- 
preter, if be could procure me a violin ; he laid he would 
endeavour, and in this inflance acquitted himfelf to my 
fatisfadion. My performance was attended with the 
iame inconvenience I had experienced from the favages 
of Ober-wefel. The operation of tuning my inftrument, 
afiifled (as I apprehend) by the officioufnefs of my inter- 
preter, coUeded a mob about the houfe, and before I had 
amufed myfelf many minutes, the door of my apartment 
was fuddenly forced open ; forms arranged on the outfide, 
wece occupied by a numerous audience, who appeared to 
be as much charmed with the notes of my crazy fiddle, 
as were the beafls of yore with the harp of Orpheus. I 
defified as foon as I poffibly could without the hazard of 
giving offence, and perhaps expofmg myfelf to infult. 
This interruption of my amufement fent me early to bed, 
where I had the mortification to find that I was no better 
lo^^ed than fed. What I lay upon was compofed of 
ftraw, .and inftead of blankets, a thin feather-bed was 
laid over me, but too fliort to cover my feet. 

I AROSE 
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I AROSE at the iirft appearance of day-light, and leaving 
my companion (who was faft afleep) to his repofe, went 
in fearch of a fituation from whence the caftle might be 
taken in the beft point of view. The fourteenth and fif- 
teenth plates defcribe what I found to be the mod beauti- 
fill and pittorefque view of it. At the time I delineated 
the fourteenth plate, the fun (hone full on the caftle, which 
added very much to the beauty of its natural appearance ; 
and, as will always be the cafe when an artift makes a 
judicious choice of the moment of delineation, rendered 
the reprefentation more perfedl, the execution of it more 
eafy, and the produflion, when finifhed, infinitely more 
pleafing. 

Not thinking I had done fufficient juftice to the fub- 
jtSt in the two views I had taken of the caftle of Marx- 
burgh, and of the rock on which it (lands, I went down 
the river in fearch of a fpot from whence a larger, and 
more general view of them might be taken to advantage. 
The refult of this little excurfion is given in the fifteenth 
plate, which reprefents the north-eaft front of the caftle. 
The vines that occupy the fore-ground were uncommon- 
ly tall; the height to which they ufually run, is about 
three feet, thefe grew as high at leaft as Engliih hops. 
I The 
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The trees that fiU the intermediate fpace between the 
vineyard and the rock, were of various kinds, their edges 
on one fide being beautifully illumined by a finart light 
which feU principally on the rock, and in^nitely improv- 
ed its natural beauty ; thcfe circumftances, with the fitua- 
tion and. pyramidal form of the caftle, the ftyle of the 
country that forms the back-ground, and of the nearer ob- 
je6b which contribute more immediately to the pittorefque 
beauty and luxuriancy of the fubje£k, compofe, in my 
judgment, a landfcape as pleafing, as interefting, and ro- 
mantic, as can be imagined. 

My Aation in taking this view, was a little belovv 
Braubach ; oppofite to which was Renfe, a fmall town in 
the eledlorate of Cologne. Being extremely pleafed with 
my acquifition, I returned in high fpirits to the inn ; and 
having no further motive to prolong my ftay at Braubach, 
I fettled my bill with the landlord, difchaiged my inter- 
preter, and embarked in the paffage-boat for Ober-Lahn- 
ftein, a pretty village at a fmall diftance from Braubach, 
belonging to the Eleftor of Treves. Our company con- 
fifled of near a hundred perfons ; the boat, which was 
bai^-built, was large enough to have contained a much 
greater number. We had not the good fortune to meet 

with 
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with any perfon on board who fpoke Frencb. The to|is 
of the buildings of Ober-Lahnftem, which are introdiKed 
in the thirteenth plate, and appeared fiom the rock at 
Braubach like fleeples and towei^, had flattered us with 
the hopes that our fituation, with refpe£t to accomnKxla-- 
tions, would be much improved, Thefe hopes, how- 
ever, vaniihed on a nearer approach. 

As foon as we landed, having no interpreter, .we ftroU* 
ed through the town in fearch of an iml, but finding 
none, we went into a public-houfe, as ftmilar as poflible 
to that we had left. The landlady and her family collec- 
ted round us, but we could not make ourfelves at all intel- 
ligible to each otjier. In about half an hour the accidental 
entrance of a perfon who fpoke French, relieved us from 
fome part of our difficulty. I propofed immediately to en- 
gage him in our fervice while we flayed ; but his fituatioQ 
would not allow him to attend us, or even to afford us any 
occafional afliftance. He afliired us likewife, with appa- 
rent concern for our diftreffii, that he knew no perfon in 
the town oi neighbourhood, who could interpret for us. 
After much conful^tion with the landlady, he informed 
me a Gentleman lodged in the room over us, who undcri- 
ftood French ; but that he feared, from the landlady's ac- 
count. 
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count* we (houkl be nothing benefited by him, as he 
would neither fee or fpeak to any perfon. I acquainted 
him with the purpofe of my vifiting Ober-Lahnftein, de- 
fired he would explain it to the landlady, and intreat her 
to folicit for me, an interview with the Gentleman, before 
he left me. She readily undertook to deliver the meilage, 
and returned in a few minutes with his pofitive refufal to 
admit any body to fee or fpeak to him ; but after much 
intreaty, confented to anfwer queftions propofed in writ- 
ing, or to explain what I fhould fet down for the inftnic- 
tion of the landlady. 

The firft occafion on which I troubled him, was to 
inform her that I was in a ftate of health that would not 
allow me to make ufe of oil or butter, or to eat any thing 
acid ; and to requeA therefore, that (he would prepare my 
vi£tuals accordingly, which he communicated and ex- 
plained to her. She perfifted, however, in the German 
method of bailing the meat with vinegar, and ferving it 
up with a fauce in which oil and vin^r were the chief 
ingredients. I procured from my correfpondent a direc- 
tion written ia German to as little purpofe ; and finding 
I had no alternative but to cook for myfelf or ftarve, I 
tock my pod in the kitchen. 

G This 
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This prefiimption very nearly occafioned my being 
turned out of the houfe. The following note from otir 
corre(})ondent, which was delivered to me at dinner, de- 
termined me to condud myfelf in future with more cau- 
tion ; — •• The Gentleman above-ftairs makes his compli- 
** mentsto the Gendemen below-ftairs, and informs them 
*' that the kmdlady is very much incenfed at being put oat 
•• of her way. She fays it is the firft time her method of 
" cooking has been found faiilt with ; that when people 
** come into a ftrange country, they oug^t to conform to 
" its cuftoms and manner of living, and that if the Gen- 
*' tlemen do not like their entertainment they may leave 

it." Bad as our fituation was, it might dill be worle : 
I therefore wrote an immediate anfwer, defiring he would 
inform her, that I was highly fenfible of her culinary 
merit, and if my health would allow me to indulge my 
appetite, (hould be highly gratified with her cookery; 
and in (h<Mrt, to fay any thing dfe for me that would be 
likely to appeafe her. 

This fubmilfion was gracioufly received, and procured 
for tne greater indulgence in the article of eating, than I 
had been able to obtain by expoftulaticm, intreaty, or 
complaint. The old lady was all comfriacence^ and her 

daughters. 



4€ 
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(laughters, who fung ddi^tfiilly, exerted their mufical 
powers to entertain us. They gave us a great variety of 
longs, many of them confifted of parts, in which they 
difplayed great tafte, were perfeAly in tune, and k^t 
exadl time. 

The want of language to exprefs our admiration, did 
not prevent their perceiving how much they had: charmed 
us ; nor was the pleafure they received from our commen- 
dations lefs vifible. They continued wiA ife till bed-time, 
and repeated their vifits every evening in the fame manner 
whilft we flaid at their houfe. Pleafed with this agreea- 
ble conclufion of the commotions of the day, which had 
very much difcompofed me, I retired to Eift in better 
fpirits, and in a better humour with my fituation than I 
perhaps ihould have felt, if nothing had arifen to difturb 
xne. 

Having iketched in idea (everal views from the envi- 
rons of Ober-Lahnftein, which mig^t take fome days to 
complete, I determined that nothing refpefting our table 
or accommodations (hould difconcert me ; and was diere-> 
fore perfe6Uy free from the apprehenfion of giving or receiv- 
ing ofl^nce from any other caufe. But in this I prefumed 
G 2 too 
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too much upon my good fortune. The next day« being 
Sundby, I walked out pretty early ; and meeting the per- 
(on who had negociated for us with the landlady when we 
firft arrived, prevailed on him to return with me to break- 
faft. The good woman took the opportunity of his aflift-^ 
ance, to acquaint me that a great number of people reforted 
to her houfe on Sundays, who were always entertained in 
, the rocmi we occupied ; andtorequeft theufeof itforthat 
day. I readily confented, and immediately ordered my 
baggage, &c. to be removed to an apartment up-ftairs, 
which ihe (aid was at my fervice. 

The little buflk occa(ioned by this operatbn, had a 
wonderful dSeSt on the temper and nerves of our corref-* 
pondent, the reafon of which I did not then underfbnd. 
He was enn^ed beyond meafure at our daring to intrude 1 

upon him, after the pofitive declaration he had made in his ' 

original treaty with us, that no perfon but the people of I 

the houfe (hould approach him. For he confidered our | 

taking pofleflion of an adjoining room on the fame floor 
with him, as an invafion of his terrritory ; or at leaft, a 
breach of the conditions on which he confented to corref^ 
pond with us. He wouki liften to no explanation, nor 
be fatisfied with any thing but our inilantly returning to 

the 
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the ground-fioor» and intimated that he would otherwiie 
have no further communication With us. We were too 
dependent on his fervices to give any oppofition to his hu- 
mour. The perfon who had bi«akfaftcd wkh us, being 
a witnefs to this tranfaflion, I indulged a curiofity (very 
natural tinder the circumftances rf the moment) to learn 
Ibmething of'the'c^afra6terand fituation of our neighbour. 
His account perfeftly reconciled us to' the myfterioufnefi 
and feeming oddity of his behaviour. His affairs, he 
faidy were much cmbarraffea, and the extreme catition 
he had ufed in his> ifitercduUe v^ith us, was owing to the 
apprehenfkin of being aricfed ; as the baiiliits were prafti* 
fing every ftiiitag^m in their power to take him ; and ihkt 
the laMsidy'ha^n]g hegle^^d to acquaint him with hei' 
intenitioh to^r^moVeusforthfetday^. he actually concluded 
we were myrmidonls erf the law who ^d folicited his aflift* 
aftce uli^^r^ ftigncfd difli^fs, for the tnfidious purpofe of 
entrappihg him. - ^ .

OuR'vifitdr hav&ng takeh his leave, and no place but 
the kitthtin 6eing open to iis, we again ftrolled out. 
Whilft' ^ Were contemj^dhg the remains of a large 
fcufldiiig,' Aii ori^rfad uie>of which we did not compre-^ 
haid/^al @«ntldiim) accofted us in £n|^, and havii^ 
h (i.y, ' obferved 
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pbferved that we examined the ruin with fome degree of 
curiofity, informed us it had been the lelervoir of anaque* 
duA» built by the Rimians for the ufe of Nieder*Lahn^ 
ftein. He entered freely mto converfation widi u$s and 
appeared to be well acqi|ainted with the country. I 
thought we had made a fortunate acquifition in his ac« 
quaintance ; but we learnt loo foon that he was boimd for 
Treves* and would fet.oif in half an hour. 

Jis fpoke with raptim of the beauty. and ferlility of 
this eleaotrate: but lamented (be we^nefs of the Ele^or^ 
He represented him as th^ ntoft pious am) devout, but thei 
QOodibigQttcd of all tlie eeclefiaftical eledor^; the go.

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moned by an ecdefiaftical fynod ; the fmaneft inconv^i- 
ence attending this procefs, is an expence of eight or ten 
pounds flerling. 

•> 
H£ related this with ftrong marks of indignation, and 
femied very defiious to imprefs me with an opinion, thai 
the poverty, idlenefs, and ignorance which every where 
appeared in the ecdefiaftical (btes of the empire, we4e 
the efl^s only of fuperftitioo, and that the fubje(£l$ ^ 
diefe flates were not in leality (what every ftrangmr tnuft 
conceive them to be), an in&rior onifer of beings. Aj^ei 
congratdating us on the happinefs of living undi^r the Esi^ 
lifh government, he took kav^, politely ^preflv^ his 
regret that he could ftay no logger with us. 

The flrft fubjed I delineated, is that of ihQ fi^tj^entb 
plate. The building, in the Fkmsih ftyle, 13. the caftl^: 
which, having ramparts behind, a bridgp in fr^t« ai;id a 
variety of trees on the wall, fumifl^s.a very pleaTi^ pic- 
ture ; though the icene be different from any hitherto giv« 
en. Every perfon of tafte will perceive that the didant 
]^fpe£t has a very fine efied. 

Having 
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Having finiflicd my drawing of the fubjed which 
concludes the preceding Number, I went in feaich of a 
fpot from whence the caftle of Lonach, which iiands on 
an eminence at a fnuU diftance from the town of Ober- 
Lahnftein, might be taken in a favourable point of view. 
This purpofe was foon accomjdifhed. The Gothic Arch 
with the draw-bridge, reprefented in the fore-ground of 
the fevcnieenth plate, lying in my way towards Lonach, 
and being fo fituated as to admit their being introduced in 
the fame plate with the caftle, determined me to take my 
Iketch fr(»3i that ftation. They formed indeed too inter- 
efting a'part of thefcene to be pafled by ; for though at 
prefem they are of no ufc, the building being a mere ruin, 
they are regarded by the inhabitants of Ober-Lahnftein as 
a proof of the ancient grandeur of the town, to which they 
unqu^ionably formed a refpeftable entrance. Thefe 
obje^, with the road and the diftant landfcape that are 
feen through the arch, have a charming effeft; and 
though they occdpy the fore^grotind, enrich and enliven 
the fubjed without dimtnilhing by their prefence the 
grandeur or pittorefque cffe£l of th6 chief objeft. The 
caftle is a very large and extenfive ruin ; is of great antir 
quity ; and was formerly a place of confiderable ftrength 
and importance. It was fortified under the direction of 

the 
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the famous Vauban, at die time of the German League ; 
but afterwards dcftroyed by the Swedes. Great quanti- 
ties of lava, petrefa£lions, fticlls, and large ftones of a 
pent^c»ial fimn, like thofe feen at Lintz between Cob- 
lentz and Bonne, being found here, it is not improbable 
that the buildings of the caftle (fome of whidi are of 
uncommon height) have fuflfered as much from other cau- 
fes as from the rage of war, or the deftmftive hand of 
time. 

LoNACH was one of the beft and fined commandarles 
of the Teutons, an order of knights inftituted at the latter 
end of the twelfth century by the then Patriarch of Jeru- 
falem, in favor of the German nobles, who aftcd as vo- 
lunteers, and diftinguiflied themfelves in the war under- 
taken by the Emperor Frederick, and other Chriftian 
princes, againft Saladin, Sultan of Egypt, for the reco- 
very of the Holy Land. The number of thefe knights^ 
with their grand mafter (who refided at this caftle) was 
forty. The order was both military and hoTpitalBle. 
They were held in great eftcem, aifd were- much regarded 
by all Chriftikn princes, who teftified their afiefiion to- 
wards them by frequent and magnifitent prefents, and by 
conferring on Aem particular privileges and honors. 

Their 
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Their power and property continued to increafe till the 
b^inning of the lad century, when they began to decline 
niore rapidly than they had rifen. Moft of their com* 
mandaries (which comprehended twelve provinces) aie 
nowpoflef]^ by the fons or younger branches of the fami- 
lies of the German princes. 

Being impatient for a better acquaintance with this 
venerable ruin, than could be acquired at a diflance, I 
contented myfelf for the prefent with a flight (ketch of the 
fubjed, and haftenedto gratify my curiofity. The accefs 
to the caftle being broken by rocks beauttAdly cloathed 
with vines, or covered with a rich herbage, rendered the 
aicent lefs formidable in appearance, and deceived me 
very much with refpeA to the real height oi the mountain 
on which it ftands. I found on reaching the caftle that 
I had been ss much deceived in the. magnitude and extent 
of its buildings, as in the altitude of its fituation. 

This part of the eledorate of Treves being pop^dous» 
iwdl cultivated, and extremely fruitful in com and wine, 
the ^xHintry on aU fides was.deligtiiiul ; but die vii^ firom 
Ihei^ate of the Hi^ tQwer« which is the fiibjed of the 
fttg^t^oenth plate, wag f^ore enchanting thau any thing ) 

had 
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bad ever feen. The building fituated in the centre, on a 
hi§^ and beautifully vari^ted rock, is a hermitage, the 
retreat of two hermits; the one an old foldier, who, 
after ferviag thirty-fix years in an imperial corps, letiied 
to this place, which he has inhabited more than forty 
years. The other, a young man oftwenty-two (the fon 
of a dancing-mafler at Treves), who for a Ihort time had 
ferved likewife b the imperial army ; but being di%ufied 
with the pxofligacy and prdianenefs of the foldiers with 
Vfhcm he was oblij^ to aflfociate, and being of a turn of 
mind unfitted to a military life, he prevailed on his fa« 
ther (who had acquired intereft by ioilni&ing the pages pi 
die court) to folicit his difcharge, and a liqence to com- 
mence hermit ; the laws of the country not permitting 
him. Without a fpecial difpeiitfation, to devote himfelf, at 
fo early a piariod of life, to retirement. They are each 
fotbSkd of a ^rden and a fmall vineyard, which they 
cultivate with great care ; but their chief employment is 
beting* They derive, likewife, confiderable advantage 
fupn^ the piou^ doi^ioojis of fuperftitious peribna of both 
feacesy 'and from (he liberality of coiptry lovers, who 
nhn anouaUy tq tl^e bexmitaget ta inv^lqe the Virg^, g( 
vhoin they baye an inuige in their or^tqry, which is fiu4 
to 1^.' endowed witivdip power of perfoni^og g^ mira* 

cles. 
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des* The good hermits, by thcfc means,* contrive to 
make a tolerable livelihood. 

They are both of the order of St. Francis. Their 
cells are fituated near a mineral fpring, the water of which 
is foiM-— a quality particularly pleafant to German palates. 
The hermits drink of it apparently with as much luxury as 
if it were the moft delicious wme. The tafte for adds 
which univerfally prevails in this part of .Germany, is 
probably acquired by the early and cooftant tife of a tiiin 
four Rhenifli, the common and almoft cfniy beverage in 
the countries bordering on the Rhine. Thei^ is likewife, 
at a fmall diftance from the hermitage, a fpring of hoc 
water, which is faid to be an infallible remedy for moft of 
the diforders to which horfes are fubjed : it is peculiarly 
efficacious in complaints of their heels and feet, on which 
it operates like a charm. There is a bath a[^)ropriated ta 
their fervice, and is called the Horfe Bath. 

' The prodigious height of the mountain on which the 
taftle of Lonach'ftands, and from whence this view was 
taken, prefeiiVed-the ^ele country beneath in what is 
technically called a Bird's-Eye VieW; a citaimftance 
which enabled 'me to eiirich the compofition with objefts 

that 
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that could not have been introduced if the drawing had 
been made in a lefs elevated fituation. The woods which 
compofe the back ground of the hermitage* and form a 
pleaiing relief to the naked brow df the imm&ik rock that 
fiq>ports ity would not have met the eye from any other 
point. The village, the river, and even the hermit^ It- 
felf would have loft much of their prefent effe&, if depriv- 
ed of the beauty and importance they derive from being 
comprehended, and relatively contemplated in onefcene. 
I fdt a pleafine in delineating this fubjed, that was 
perfefUy new to me; for having never afcended in a 
balloon, the o{qx)rtunity of taking fuch a furvey had never 
occurred. 

I DID not leave this enchanting fcene without fiiUy gra- 
tifying my curiofity in examining the caftle. It was by 
far the largeft and moft exteniive of any I had feen. The 
labour it muft have coft to convey the materials of fuch 
enormous buildings to fo vaft a height, was a natural fub- 
jed of r^edion and aftoniihment ; and it was hardly 
pdGbie, whUft my mind was fo occupied, to avoid 
lamenting its deftrudion. This fortrefs, indeed, having 
for ages belonged to theT^tonic order, and confequently 
licen devoted to hofpitality and other purpofes of benevo- 

■4'' 
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knee, its rains command greater itfpe£l» and excite 
ifaonger fentiments of regret, than the fate of the mime- 
lous calUes in the circles of the Rhine, that were ereded 
for other purpofes and occupied by very different mafleis. 
For all the caftles which have been ereded on' the hanks 
of the Rhine, and the fumouts of the mountains o£ 
Germany, were ufed as places of fecurity to petty lords, 
or heads of robbing parties, at a period when the law 
of force alone prevailed. From thefe fltuations th^ 
frequently defcended like birds of prey from their oefts, 
committing depredations on all around them, and re-^ 
turning loaded with their booty. When attacked in their 
faftnefies, their mode of defence was by wielding an arti^ 
ficial rock, which they called a Fift ; and the ufe of it in 
oi&nce and defence was denominated in German by a 
phrale which may be tranflated the " Right of the Fift.'* 
When fomething like a police was introduced, thefe old 
caftles were quitted for villages and towns ; but the pro- 
perty, efpecially the land acquired by depredation and vio- 
lence, continued to be annexed to the caftles. Hence 
the origin o[ thofe numerous petty princes, with which 
Germany abounds, and who have lineally fuccecded each 
other to the prefent time. When fyftcms of public de- 
fence were adopted on a large fcalc, or enterprizes of 

ambition, 
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ambition, of great extent, were to be favoured, or coun- 
tera&ed, thefe petty fovereigns united, and gradusdly infti- 
tuted thofe leagues from which the political conftitution 
of Germany anfes. 

I INTENDED before I returned to Ober-Lahnflein to 
have paid my refpeds to the hermits ; but my attention 
and curiofity had been fo taken up with the beauties of 
Lonach, that I kept no reckoning of time, and was con- 
fequently obliged to defer this gratification till the next 
day, which we had fixed upon for our departure. No* 
thing I had conceived of the fituation of die hermitage, 
did juftice to its real beauty : there is fcarcely any thing 
charming in nature, that was not clearly feen from this 
deltghtfiil habitation. Many of the objeds which con- 
tributed to render the profped from this place In a fupe- 
rior degree captivating, were too minute to be diftinguiihed 
with much eflfed from the caftle. The henmits them- 
felves appeared to be in poifeilion of the two chief in- 
gredients of happinefs — health of body and peace of 
mind ; and I took leave of them with a firm perfuafion 
that their condition was more adapted to excite envy^ 
than to move compaflion. 



As 
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As foon as we returned to the inn (having before pre*, 
pared for our departure) we defired to know the amount 
of our debt to the houfe ; for they do not, like Englilh 
inn-keepers, furnifh bills of particulars to their guefts. 
The fum ftated by our hoftefs being greater than we ex- 
pelled, and much more than ou^t, upon any calculation, 
to have been charged, we endeavoured to make her fenfi- 
ble that we thought it unreafonaUe, and expeded an 
abatenaent ; but inftead of complying, (be put us out of 
all patience by afie£ting to underiland that we were 
perfectly fatisfied. Having no other poffible means of 
redrefe, I fubmitted with fome reludfance to folicit the 
interpofition of the Gentleman above flairs, who being 
now convinced that we meant him no harm, had recovered 
his good humour, and very readily undertook the office of 
taxing our bill. He was not indeed wholly difinter- 
efted in bringing our landlady to fome d^ree of mode- 
ration in her method of charging. After duly confidering 
the cafe on both fides, he determined that a fourth part 
of the bill ihould be taken off, to which the landlady 
aflfented without hefitation ; and we all parted in perfeft 
good humour with each other. 



We 
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We now proceeded on our voyage down the Rhine, in 
the common paflage-boat, which we found, as ufual, 
crowded with paflengers ; but not a fingle perfon among 
them with whom we could hold the leaft converfation. 
We accompanied them only to the entrance of the river 
Lahn, which empties itfelf into the Rhine from the 
oppofite ihore. We advanced immediately to the litde 
tovim of Nether*Lahnflein, which is very near the j^e 
where we landed* Having no means of obtaining infor* 
mation, we went into the firft public houfe we difcovered ; 
the accommodations were pretty much in the ftile of thofe 
we had lately been obliged to put up with, the provifioiis 
if polfible wcnfe ; but the incivility and infdence of the 
people of the houfe exceeded all that we had experienced in 
Germany or any other country. I therefore detenxuned 
to fpend as litde time as poflible uoaog thefe iavages. ' 

The caftk of Capelle, which I had feen from the 
rock at Marxburgh, but more perfedly finom Lonach» 
beii^ the objeA which attraded me to ^is place, I was 
veiy much delighted on entering the apartment allotted us, 
to find that no fituation could be moie fiivorable to any 
purpofe of making a drawing of it ; for the caftle, as re* 
prefented in the nmeteenth plate, viras diitAly fronting 
H .the 
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the windows. The diftance ; — the happy diflributioa of 
light and (hadow which prevailed at the moment ; — the 
luxuriancy and beautiful forms ci the. wocxls in which it 
feemed to be embofomed; — ^the vineyards, lawns, and 
rocks, alternately interpofed as if to decorate the fcene ;^« 
the river, which is of great importance to the general ef- 
fcSt ;— the pretty village of Ober-Lahnftein, lying at the 
foot of the rock, and farming a humble contraft to the 
fituation and grandeur of the caftle — ^being prefentcd to 
my view at the fame inftant, it was not poflible to avoid 
giving this fcene a decided preference to any landfcape I 
hid ever feen. Though my appetite was in perfe£l tune 
for dinner, I was too much occupied with the fubje& be- 
fore me to fpare a mmnent's attention to any other con- 
cern. Leaving my. companion, therefore, to cater, I 
inftantly began my drawing. 

CAPELL& was anciently a large town, and in its day 
muft have been a place of confiderable confequence, as a 
ndihtary pod. It was built by the Romans, and in point 
of date is ranked amongft the antiquities in the circles of 
the Rhine, next to Treves. The Roman emperors who 
flayed any time in Gaul, refiding chiefly in that city, oc- 
cafionaUy vifited and fpent a part of their time at Capelle. 

Among 
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Among the ruins in the environs of the cafile^ are fome 
remains of very fine and extoifive buildings, fuppofed to 
have been ere£led by Tiberius ; many part$ of them are 
tolerably perfed, and difjday evident marks of graiideur 
and elegance. 

Great quantities of Roman medalsj a^d coins of dif- 
ferent periods, are found here, ^pf which. the C^unt de La 
La Y£ has made a choice colledlion. His cabinet has been 
fupplied from hence with a prodigious variety of folfils and 
petrefadions, fome of which are very amous, and it is 
faid are no where to be met with but in the neighbourhood 
of Capelle. The count has likewife had the good fortune to 
recover a few figures in bronze, of exquiiite workmanfbip, 
and in fine prefervation. A cemetery of great antiquity/ 
containing an immenfe number of flone cofEns, having 
been difcovered in tlie laft century, the country people im- 
mediately fet about removing them, and they are now 
univerfally ufed by the inhabitants of Nether Lanflein and 
its neighbourhood, as finks for their kitchens, as water- 
troughs and mangess for their cattle, or for any other 
purpofe to which they are applicable. Yet thefe people 
are extremely fuperftitious, and entertain the moil abfurd 
opinions and apprehenlions about fpirits and hobgoblins.

too HIKTS OF OCCURIBNCBS. 

With each coffin a lalmp was depofited \ and one inflance 
only hadi occurred of any diftinAion» in which the coffin 
inftead of one, contained nuuiy lamps, acconqanied with 
a bottk of wine ; and I was confidently aflured that fome 
part of the wine remained, and was very exceUent, thoi^ 
it could not have lain there lefs than five hundred years. 
Something like a pillar, which from its wei^t fcemed to 
be folid, was formerly found by perfons <£gging near die 
caftle ; being taken up, and appearii^ to be of no ufe or 
talue, it was thrown by^ and the boys of die neighbour- 
hood amufed and exercifed themfelves for half a century in 
foUii^ it from place to place. This pradice was cond-» 
mied till by bng and repeated violence it burft, and dif- 
cbfed a tieafure of immenfe value ; for the fuppofed pil- 
lar turned out to be a tube curioufly doled at the ends, 
and completely filled with pieces of pure gold of an oda- 
gpn form* 

The great revoludons dutt have happened, and the long 
and frequent wars in which this country has been engs^, 
might fairly account for the concealment of any treafure 
already found, or diat accident may hereafter dilcover. 
AaaA as Capelle was the occafional refidence of emperors 
imd kings who were critically circumftanced, it may bt 

leafonably 
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icafonably prefuoaed that it has beai> and perhaps ftill is 
the repdfitory of much hidden treafure, and many ancient 
and valuable curioiities. Marfhal Turene made it for a 
coi^derahle time the quarter of hs corps de referve ; :the 
caftie was dien habitable, and retained lame appearance 
of its ancient grandeur : but the Swedes under Charles the 
Twelfth, gave the finilhingflroketo its importance as a 
£ortiefs» and to its remaining beauty as an edifice, by ut* 
feerly denooltfluiig what had efcaped the ravages of Ibnner 
wars. The Count de La Laye has the honor to be the 
prefent mafter of this beautiful and venerable ruin. 

Before I had finifhed my outline, my nephew came to 
inform me that <Snner was ready, and that a gentleman 
who fpoke French, and was bound for Coblentz, defiffd 
my permiflion to join us. I gladly confented, and he 
entered almoft at the fame inftant with the dinner. Being 
fenfiUe, well-bred, and perfedly acquainted with the 
country, his company was at this time an agreeable acqui'r 
iltion ; at an earlier ftage of my tour it would have been 
invakis^le. It was his intention to have proceeded imme* 
diately towards CoblentZj but finding the purpofe which 
bmug^t me to Nedier-Lldinftein would neceflarily detain 

mt 
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me till the next day, he obligingly fubmitted to acc(»n- 

modate himfeif to my convenience, 

t 

* Though pcrfecuted with the fumes of four crout, and 
the pungent effluvia of vinegar fauce, which never failed to 
diforder me, I have frequently fat down to more fumptu- 
ous repafts with lefs fetisfaftion. The inconvenience we 
had fuiFered in the lad ten days from our totid unaoquaint- 
ance with the language of the country had very much dif- 
heartened me. The agreeable and unexpected change 
which the gentleman's arrival made in our (ituation, had 
therefore its full efFeft upon my mind. Paft difficulties 
were forgotten, and future ones being at lead provided 
againft while the gentleman continued with us* I felt 
more comfortable, and my fpirits were more enlivened 
than at any time fmce I left England. 

Though we did not fpend much time at our .dinner, 
the appearance of the landfcape, when I refumed my pen- 
cil, was fo altered from the fun having changed its fituati- 
on, that I could not finifli the drawing to nay (atisfaftion 
till the next day. As foon as I had fucceededy and the 
bill was fettled, we fet out for'Haverdorf, a village fitua* 
ted on the eaft fide of the Rhine, about halfway between 

Nether. 
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Nether*Lahnftein and Coblentz. From hence we had 
a fine view of the caftle of Ehrenbreiileiny which ftands 
on the eaft fide of the river, and is diredlly cq>porite to 
Coblentz. The gendeman obferving I was (Inick with 
its appearance^ defircd I would not fuffer the confideia* 
tion of det^uning him to prevent my adding this view to 
my coUe£tioa. Availing myliblf of his politenefs, J fet 
immediately about drawing it. I (hould indeed have 
paiTed it by with fome regret, as a pittorefque objed ; 
but I was the more indebted to his civility becaufe the 
fubjeA was conneded with, and forms a neceflary com* 
panion to, the twenty-firft plate, in which this fiunous 
and important fortrefs is niore fully delineated. From 
Haverdorf we took boat to Coblentz : the &ce of the 
country on both fides of the river was beautified and infi- 
nitely varied, as for as the eye could reach, with litde hills, 
vineyards, caftles, convents, and a great number of vpbu 
and pkafure houfes, which formed a fucceflion of fcenes 
in this little voyage, more numerous and beautifiil than can 
be imaged. 

It was not my obje£l to contemplate cities, or to exsu 
mine their government and police, I fhould otherwiie 
have procured fome materials of entertainment at Cob* 

lentz. 
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lentz. Its advantageous fituation rendeied it a key to the 
ek£lorate of Treves : and the records of military paflei 
in Germany abound with anecdotes, legend?, and hiflori-* 
cal events. It has been taken by the Spaniards and by the 
Swedes ; and the different occurrences in the tian£i£tions 
c^ nations fo oppoCiut in religion and manners, have ^ven 
rife to. abundant tradmons, which I have not leifure to 
difcriminatB or to relate. 

To fiune artBk the ftrcmg works of this place, ere^led 
at various periods, wouU afi>rd proper fubjcfb. But 
I have no'tafte for baftions, half-moons, counterfiarps, 
and.coveibd ways^ unlefs they form appendages, or ^ve 
tSkA to a laige and j^ttorei^ue view; ' 

. The (tone bi^idge oiirer the Mofelie, which I had been 
prepared to confider as fometbing eoUraordinary, made sm 
recoiled with pleafure dw fuperbr date of this Species of 
«rchit!e&uie in miy own country, where the offenfive dif- 
proportion of its length and breadth would be deemed ao 
inexcufable fault. It confifts of fourteen arches ; but is 
fo nanow that coaches are made to pafs each odier.with 
fome difficulty and caution, its extremities, guarded by 
double gates, towers, port^ruUifles, and camioo, ipipie& 

that 
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that idea of &ar and terror whkh metaphyitcians define to 
be fublime; but to an enthufiaft for landfcapes, is no 
foundation of pkafure. 

The oonfluence of two large and rapid rivers^ fuch as 
dbe Rhine and the Mofelle, forms an xAjeQ. which inte- 
fcfis a tiraveUer» accuftomcd to fmaUer and gender ftieanis. 
They feem &r fome time mutually to difdain fobjedlioa 
or mixture. ,£ach prefenres die color of its waters; 
and they pafs down a great cbaanel, as diftind and inde^ 
pendent powers. 

The citadel drew my attention, though not as a for- 
tfdb. The pai£gB of the Rhine on a flying bridge ;->-the 
view of the citadel on a mountain 4-^he dtificulties of a 
winc&ng yet ftoep afcent; — the pofitton dT the feverai 
gates ;— ^nd the fiiperior importance even in fuch a fituap- 
tion, of the ftatues of the Viigin Maiy, with which this 
{dace feemed to be peculiarly guarded — ^woold have aftxrd^ 
ed anecdotes to any traveller who could have divsfbd 
his attrition to the moial and leligkius hiftory <^ afupep> 
ftitious people. 

The 
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The view from the citadel is extenfive and ddightfiil. 
The palace, at the foot of a mountain, and on the ihoit 
of the Rhine; — the confluence of two magnificent 
dreams ; — z, bird's-eye view of the whole town, occupy- 
ing the peninfula to its extremities; — die little iflands 
which ieem dropped into the riveis ;--^e convents em- 
bofomed in woods ; — ^the villages, cadks, &c. which in* 
vite the eye to the difiant hills, and give an uncommon 
intereft to the horizon — thefe are fubjeSs for a poet ; 
or for a joumalift who cotild combine hiftorical know* 
ledge with the emotions excited by the contemplation of a 
grand, varied, and beautiful landfcape. 

A GENTLEMAN whom We fouud in the.paflage-boat, 
accompanied us to Coblentz ; and took iis to^^n inn on 
the river's fide, direAly oppoKlte to the calUe of Ehren- 
breiftein, of which I had already taken one view. In the 
way, we were flopped by an officer, who with the ufual 
jealoufy and interefted infolence of arbitrary governments, 
demanded oujr names, ourbufinefsi how long we intended 
to remain in the town, and where we* were afterwards 
going. 

The 
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The hoftefs at the inn was rough in her appearance, 
and rude in her manners. This was of great importance 
to an invalid ; to whom her mode of cookery was almofl;* 
equivalent to an interdift. We perceived, however, her 
temper was fo ftormy, that we confidcred the rifque of a 
little indifpofition, as lefs dreadful than that of her dif- 
pleafure ; and we humbly received what flie gave us, and 
at what hours (he pleafed. Every thing flie.condefcended 
to do, was in the manner of conferring favors ; and no 
ftranger would have imagined that we were afterwards to 
be fubjed to her pecuniary demands. 

As my cxcurfions and joufnips had been hitherto con- 
fined to England, France, and Switzerland, the ftri<9: 
fuperftitious devotion of Germany often furprized me, 
on my entrance into that country. Though we were in 
the dominions of a brother of the late and prefent em- 
peror ; there were no traces of that fpirit of innovation, 
which once conftituted their glory. The Archbiftiop 
of Treves inherits the fevere religious fpirit of Maria 
Theresa ; and his fubjedls, particularly the priefls, record 
with folemn pride, the holy zeal with which he met and 
threw himfelf at the feet of the Pope, in his celebrated 
journey to Vienna; and the pious pains and trouble he 

was 
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was at, to give effed to the exhortations of the 
Father, to prevent the depredations of the late emperor 
on the pofleflions of the church. 

Though the charaAer of the archbifhop is reti^ous 
to the extremity of fuperftition, yet it is mild, amiaUc, 
and popular. By the manners of the people, it may, 
however, be difcerned, that fuperftition is the prevailing 
ingredient of it. 

Obeying the fumtnons Of our boftefe to dinner, we 
perceived, on entering the parlour, a white friar, and a 
lady drefled in white cloth fuch as the firiar had on. 
They were accompanied by a little giri, and ftanding in 
the middle of the room, while the dinner was finoidng on 
the tible. We made our obei&noe, of which they took 
not the leaft notice; and they appeared planet-ftruck. 
A little difconoerted, we left the room, and fought the 
demency of our hoftefs '; who happened to be m tolerable 
humour, and accompanied tis to die pailour, to en^juire 
die occaiion of our difcomfiture at the appearance of her 
idtgicNK guefb* The lady, who fpoke French weB, told 
IIS diat aftCT fermon a certain bell was rung ; and it was 
dieir cuflom during its ringing* to employ diemfdves in 

prayer 
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prayer wherever they were, and whatever their engage* 
ment. The friar not underftanding French, it took fome 
time to explain to him the reafons of our furprize ; but 
he did not feem to confider them with that indignation or 
infc^nt compaflion which the Romifh clergy are fo apt 
to afie& towards thde who are ignorant or difinclined to 
their religion* 

When this explanation had introduced us to each 
odier, much more effe&ually than the offices of a mafter 
of the ceremonies, our converfation took a lively turn, in 
which the lady bore the principal part. She was inquiii> 
tive and fenfible ; and with a different education would 
have been a very afefiil and amiable woman. 

At a fmall diftance from the inn, the varied grounds 
on the banks of the river, and forming the beautiful fite df 
Uie archbifhop's palace, oiFered me numerous fpots for 
faking another view of the cafUe of Ehrenbreiftein. The 
(bength and extent of the fortifications ; the magnitude of 
particular parts ; the height and boldnefs of the cia^ 
rock which fuflains them ; the contrail of the palace and 
other capital buildings, which I wiihed but could not 
contrive to introduce; created (bme difficulty. But I 

foon 
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icon chofe my flatioiiv and took the view which is given 
in the twenty-firft plate. 

The fubjed was in nature illumined by the fun nearly 
at noon : and I have endeavoured to make it fliine with 
full force down the centre of the pidure. The rocks are 
richly variegated in color, and charmingly decorated 
with trees. Adjoining the dark rock which is given on 
the right (ide of the pi^lure, is a large draw*bridge, 
which would have greatly added to its beauty if I could 
have introduced it. 

There is hardly any circumfbnce on the Continent fo 
mortifying to the pride of an Engliihrnan, as a compa- 
rifon of the general tafte for mufic in England, and that 
of almoft every other co^intry. Our ftreet»peifonners 
and ballad^fingers, not only diftrefs our hiunanity, but 
torture our ears. It is not fo in Germany. If they are 
dellitute of civil and religious liberty, and poor to the 
extremity of miiery, mufic is often their confection and 
delight. In a houfe adjoining our inn, we were daily 
amufed by the performance of chorus-fingers, who often 
extorted our warmeft admiration. 

But 
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But ii mc fdbfcribed to the fiiperiority o£ their art, 1 
found the people at Coblentz were not infenfible to the 
fuperk»rity of our manufadures. The books I had taken 
with tpe from England, being filled, I fent twenty fheets 
of large drawing-paper to be bound up at a Stationer's. 
The man fecmed hi^ly ddig^tcd with the Englifli paper ; 
Hnd propofed to exchange it for fome of his own : and 
when I refufed him, he toc^ away one half, and bound 
up the other. I fent feveral meflages ; but having paid 
him for hk trouble, I could obtain no redrefs by negoci* 
ation : and my (by at Goblentz, perhaps happily, would 
not admit of my application to amagiftrate, and acquiring 
any experience in the mode of adminiftering juilice. 
Having reconciled ourfelves to this mortification and 
inconvenience, with the philofophy of experienced traveU 
lers, we hired a boat for Andernach, which we learnt to 
be at the diftance of three German leagues. 

As we departed from Coblentz, Ae river became lefs 
rapid ; being lefs confined by mountains,, which gradually 
rptired to the diftance of two miles, and formed very ex- 
tenfive, woody, beautiful valleys. 

Though 
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Though- our objed was AtHfemadi, our attentioa 
was firft attraAed by a town newly and r^;ulaily built, 
and fituated on the oppofite {bote. I was tempted to 
take a view of it ; but the houfes being all white, with 
black tops or coverings, 1 defified for reafons I need not 
explain to the artift or the tnan of tafte. This town has 
pecuHaritiesy the origin of which we could not trace by 
fuch enquiries as we had opportunities of making. The 
inhabitants enjoy a freedom of religbil, and exen^tion 
from taxes, which are unaccountable on the fuppofition 
that they are fubjeft to a German power. The privi- 
iegcs may poffibly be decoys for the eftabliihment of a 
new colony; and when the purpofes are anfwered, the 
privileges will be gradually circumfcribed and withdrawn, 
or the government iraift forget its principles* Among 
the tolerated fe£b, the Moravians are the moft numerous, 
and the moft remarkable. It iswonderfid the moral 
difcipline and regulations of this people, the efFeds of 
which are fo obvious in every quarter of the world, are 
not enforced by law on all receptacles of the poor in Eng- 
bnd. This would filence all complaints on the ineflkacy 
of all the prefent liberal provifions for the poor ; and 
render unneceflary all thofe voluntary focieties, comment 
ctd by artifice under pretenfions of philanthrophy, and 

generally 
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generally terminating in private jobs and felfifh advan- 
tages. 

On our arrival at Andernach» which though an old, is 
a populous and lively town, we were very happy in con- 
trafling an acquaintance with a French gendeman whofe 
name is Gratise. This gendeman had ferved in the 
French army; and though his acquaintance with the 
Engliih had been but ihort, and nearly fatal to him, he 
had not cheriflied any illiberal prejudices againft Engliih* 
men. He embarked with the party which landed at Jerfey 
in the late war; and in the unfuccefsful attack on the 
ifland, an Englifh ball entered at his right bread, and 
went out at his back ; but not touching any vital parts, 
he efcaped with only long confinement and great pain. I 
found Mr. Gratise to be a Miniature-painter; and 
was highly pleafed with the corrednefs and truth of his 
defigns, and the neatnefs and tafte of his finifliing. He 
(hewed us great civilities ; and we were much obliged to 
his intelligence, as he accompanied us through the town. 
Indeed many of the obfervations and remarks concerning 
Andernach, and other parts of the adjacent country, have 
arifen from the infcxmation of Mr. Gratisb. 

I We 
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Ws advifed him to vifit the EngUih dominions with 
views lefs hoftile than thofe which had carried him to 
Jerfey ; and we are happy to announce, that London 
pofleffes this worthy and excellent artift. 

• ANDEitNACH is confidered next to Treves in this part 
of* Germany, in point of fize, antiquity, and importance. 
I have been informed by peffons who underftand German, 
that this definition is implied in die name. It was the 
refidence of the kings of Auftria ; and ruins of their anci- 
ent cafflcs are ftill to be fecn: they muft have been very 
large, ftrong, and well fortified. On furvcying the city 
we were (Irudk by Its refemblance to a cage ; and per- 
haps the inhabitants of German fortifications, at leaft in 
fcrmer tlnies, might not be unaptly compared to animals 
in cages. The buildings are inclofed in a circle of vrall 
forty feet high ; fo that the good people on the other fide 
of the Rhine fere for fome time in broad day-lig^t, while 
thoife of And^mach ore buried in darknefs and deep. 

; lu 4hfe futiimer, the fcene on the Rhine, in the view rf 
this totvn, is extremely interefting. Rafts of wood are 
conftmSed in notnbers to conftitute a fingular fleet, and 
of prodigious fize.' There are generally eight hundred 

I or 
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or a thouiand perfons employed in this work for four 
months. On the rafts, houles are ere&ed of fufficient 
commodioufnefs for thofe who take the paflage : and the 
commanding raft has a guard-houfe, where the conduftors 
or failors of this fleet fleep and receive orders for duty in 
alternate parties. The duty confifts in rowing, and 
guiding the fleet in the winding and rapid pafles of the 
, river. 

When the Rhine is high from a flood, the fleet fets off 
with the prayers of the people at Andcrnach ; which are 
often ineifeduat; the molt dreadful accidents taking 
place, and the general purpofe of the adventurers fome- 
times defeated : but if it arrive in Holland fafely for a 
few feafons, the proprietors make very large fortunes. 

The government of Andernach is of an uncommon 
nature. The EleSor of Cologne is the fovereign of the 
country i and he has eight invalids who form the military 
police at what is called the Gate of the Rhine, and the 
citizens or burgefles at the other gates. The EleAor or 
Archbifliop of Treves is the vicar of the city. AU things 
temporal are direded from Cologne; all things fpiritual 
are direSed from Treves. Whether thefc powers oonae 
I 2 fome- 
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fometimes in competition^ and what means are ufed to 
reftore their harmony, we had not time or opportunity to 
learn. 

The trade in which the city of Andemach is moft 
intereftcd, is that of the Touff-ftein, a ftone ufed in con- 
ftruding the dykes of Holland. Enormous heaps and 
mafles of this (lone are always to be feen around the city, 
and on the banks of the Rhine. The £le£lor of Treves 
is the proprietor, and they produce the greateft part of 
his revenue. The beft mill ftones in the world are 
obtained in this country ; and the flates for covering hou* 
fcs are of great beauty, and of great value as a permanent 
article of trade. 

Among the cuftoms of this venerable city, the cere- 
mony of admitting citizens feemed to us the moft re- 
markable. At Chriftmas, or the Feaft of God, the peo- 
pie take arms, and form a cavalcade under the direi^ion 
of their burgomafter. The Prince of Neuvid fends mufic 
and drums, and the city difcharges all the expence. The 
ceremony of admitting the citizens is performed in a large 
plain. They fix in the centre of a circle formed by the 
company, a fan» or inftrument for winnowing corn. 

Over 
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Over this fan, the candidate is to leap backward ; and to 
afcertain his having performed it neatly, a pail full of 
water is placed on the fan, which being fet in motion by 
the flighted touch of the foot, throws all the water over 
him. A fuperb entertainment is provided, and many tons 
of wine confumed by the citizens, and the Grangers they 
invite to witnefs this ancient, though perhaps fome may 
think ridiculous, ceremony. 

From Andemach we proceeded down the river to the 
ca(Ue of Hammerftein, (ituated eaft-ward of the river. 
I made a drawing of this caftle, which is the fubje6l of 
- the twenty-fecond plate. Though it is fituated on an 
inmienfe rock, like many other fubjedls in this work ; to 
the artift and man of tafte the defign will appear very 
different, on account of the extenflve opening in the dif- 
tant profpe^i ; and becaufe the horizon is very low. 
Part of the town appearing at the bottom of a rock in the 
centre, while the cafUe occupies the fummit; the river 
broad and majeftic, and leading the eye to diftant build* 
ings, which are in fzSt three diftinA towns — all thefe 
form an interefting as well as a beautiful fcene. 

Hammer- 
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Hammerstein was formerly the refidenoe of the 
princes of Neuvid ; it afterwards fuSered in theflu&uating 
fetes of the contending powers of the empire. The pro- 
perty of the fortrefs is at this time difputed by the Eledor 
of Cologne, and the Prince of Neuvid ; not by force of 
arms, but by fomething analogous to a chancery-fuit, 
which gave me a fort of confolation. The caufe has been 
before the imperial chamber at Wetzlaer three hundred 
years ; and the princes hope, in three hundred years 
more, the caufe may be determined. On learning this 
anecdote of German jurifprudence, I thought of the 
tedious and ruinous proceedings in the courts of England 
with lefs regret and defpondence. 

The caftle is built of black marble : indeed the moun- 
tain confifts principally of this ftone. Springs of excellent 
water rife on it, and form a little river, remarkable for 
the flavour of its trout, and the plenty of its crabs. 
Whether thefe circumftances had any weight in determin- 
ing to a fertile and pleafant valley, the original founders of 
a Bernardine convent, I will not pretend to judge. Fifli, 
corn, wine, and almoft every thing neceffary to earthly 
gratification, are in great plenty in this little paradife : and 
the abbot poflefles what is here called the right of high 

and 
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and lovirjuftice. The batons of Hammerflein always pre- 
iide in the abbey. 

The conftraAion of the old caftle is very r^narkable; 
The halls within are large ; the chimney-pieces of fio^ 
niarble, tolerably fculpttired ; and the paintings in frefco 
are ftiU fmih. It contains a well a hundred feet deep ; 
the water of which is vety good. There are alio caves 
communicating widi the building, immenfely large, and 
called the Devil's Caves. No man in this country would 
venture to lodge in the cafUe, as it is faid to be haunted 
by fpirits. The people on the borders rf the Hhine 
feem td be uncommonly fuperftitious ; and the pricfti 
have not n^le£led to profit by their folly. There am 
litde chapels in the middle of fields, where the women 
refort at their pleafure, and drefs the faints in any fan- 
taftical manner. The Eleftors of Cologne and Treves 
ifTued commiifions to undrefs the faints ; and the old 
women formed proceilions, and attempted a revolt. They 
artfully difiufed an opmion that fuch violence would afied 
the approaching vintage ; and if the froft had in any unu- 
fual degree injured the vines» a conunotion would have 
taken place. 

There 
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There is a convent of female Capuchins at Lintz, 
who are fingularly employed by the inhabitants of the fur- 
rounding country ; for they derive a revenue by caponing 
young fowls, for which their blefled hands are deemed 
peculiarly qualified. 

The people of Hammerftein and Lintz are by no 
means fociable» like thofe of Andernach. The doors of 
their houfes are generally (hut ; and they feem to live like 
wolves* 

Opposite to Hammerftein is the caftle of Reineck. 
It ftaods on a beautiful^ lofty, and pyramidal mountain ; 
richly doathed with woods and vines, variegated by bro- 
ken ground and rugged rocks; and furrounded by im- 
menfe hills. A view of this fcene is given in the twenty- 
fourth plate. The caftle being at an aftoniftiing height, 
is rendered confpicuous by the bright cloud behind it; 
contrary to the general rule of placing the principal light 
on the principal objed ; which in the prefent view is fo 
fmall, that it would not attra6l notice fo well in light as 
in ihadow : and it is humbly imagined, if the principal 
objed be particularly confpicuous, it matters not whether 
it be by light or by (hadow. The two villages at the 

bottom 
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bottom fccm placed on purpofe to give variety ; and the 
light on the fock in the centie, relieves mod pleafingly the 
church <rf Umkel or Unkel ; and the dark front-ground 
and high trees are fo ftrong as to throw ofF all the other 
objeSs to their proper diftance. The whole forms a 
fcene which aftonifhes the mind, and fills it with awfiil 
fentiments. 

In 17S4, during the feftival of Chriftmas, and in the 
middle of the night, this caftle and the new buildings 
annexed to it took fire. Every thing confumable around 
it was reduced to aflies ; and the old caftle only left : 
for the Rhine was frozen twelve feet deep, and no water 
could be obtained in any time to be of ufe. 

The village at the foot of the hill is called Lower 
Reineck •, the caftle, by way of eminence, Reineck. 
The inhabitants have little or no communication, and are 
hardly at peace with the people on the other fide of the 
Rhine. The enmity has fubfifted more than three hun- 
dred years. In an engagement under the Emperor Charles 
the Fourth, the people of Lintz maflacred thofe of An- 
demach and Reineck, fparing only two men, whofe ears 
they cut off, and fent them to the widows and chil- 
dren 
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dren of the deocafed, with the news of dieir cnisfortuiie. 
Mafs is (aid yearly on St. Bntholomew's day, at Ander* 
nach, for the repofe of the fouls of thofe who were thus 
mal&cred. All the pea£uits of the fiinoundiiig country 
are obliged to attend, or to pay a fine c( two gcdd florins. 
An inflammatory fermon, or homily, is pionounced 
againft the people of Lintz ; none of whom prefume to 
be prefent, as they would certainly be put to death. So 
great b the.efie£t of this pious mode of perpetuating ani* 
mofity, that only one native of Lintz has ventured to 
fettle at Andernach in three centuries ; and he is obliged 
to retire every year on the day the fermon is pro* 
nounced. 

At the diftance of lefs than a league, and in our pro- 
grefs towards Cologne, we took a flight view of Rowland- 
Sheitz, which had ferved as a retreat to an £le£lor of 
Col(^e, of the name of Thenigfche, who retired into it 
with a beautiful Proteftant lady. The Chapter of G)- 
logne, probably more alarmed at the Proteflantifm, than 
fcandalized at die crime, blocked up the cafUe. The 
lover and his miftrefs, however, efcaped to Strafbuig, where 
he married her, and £u:rificed his reli^on at the fhrine d 
beauty. 

In 
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In going up to this old caftle, we faw a laige and nearly 
modern building, which is becoming a ruin. The 
church is ferved by hermits, who fell wine, and are 
%oe->makers. The tombs of princes, and the Gothic 
infcriptions, render the infide of the church pittorefque. 
The hill is furrounded by villages well peopled ; and the 
Proteftants of Cologne have had permiflion to build a 
churcSh here, from the chamber of Wetzlaer, or rather 
by the power of the late emperor ; but the Catholics have 
deftroyed every attempt toward ereding the edifice, and 
the poor Proteftants muSi wait the full eSc& of the 
French Revolution on the fpirit of the German govern- 
ments, to obtain a peaceable toleration of their public 
worihip. 

The obje£b of my tour did not require our continu- 
ance at Bonne ; of which we took a curfory view, as it 
lay in our way. It is a beautiful town : the ftreets wide ; 
the fortifications in order ; and the palace and gardens of 
the Elector of Cologne, though regular and formal, are 
extenfive and grand. The fituation is at the extremity 
of a plain ; the river, unconfined by hilk, is not much 
lefs than a mile in breadth ; and the walks on its bank? 
are beautiful and pleafimt. 

Wb 
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We proceeded to Cologne. The fiift appearance of 
this celebrated city ; the numerous fieeples ; the foieft of 
mafts ; and other indications of populatbn and indufby, 
gready raifed our expedadoos. But on entering the 
town, they were greatly dilappointed. The fireets are 
narrow and dirty ; the houfes old, decaying, and inter- 
tnixed with numerous ruins. 

If we had wiflied to continue, the inference and ex- 
tortion of the officers at the gates ; the conduA of tl^ 
fervants at the inn; the rudenefs and naftinefs of 
the common people ; the multitudes of audacious beggars, 
intermixed with dirty abbes and monks: in fliort, the 
general fymptoms of decline and depravity, under the 
influence of an incurable fuperftition and bigotry, would 
have altered our intention. 

The trade of the quay is in the hands of a few forelp- 
ers ; and feems to have little or no influence on the man- 
ners or profperity of the whole city* 

Nothing remarkable occurred between Cologne and 
Aix la Chapclle. At the gate of that celebrated city, 
we were flopped, as ufual on the continent ; and after 

giving 
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giving an account of ourfelves, were admitted ; aikl we 
put up at the Gur de Lsndres. I remained fome time 
at Aix la Chapelle, as I had been advifed to drink the 
waters \ and I date the commencement of my recovery 
to the ufe of them. Not forefeeing, however, that the 
benefit I (hould derive from the waters, would induce me 
to remain there a longer period than I had allotted, in the 
general arrangement of my tour, I immediately furveyed 
the city and its neighbourhood as an artift. 

I WENT to the public walks, which are fomething like 
the Mall in St. James's Park : but the carriages go in the 
middle ; and the walks being covered with loofe fand, the 
company is greatly incommoded by duft. The canal, 
lying parallel to the walks, adds greatly to the firft efFeft of 
them on the beholder. It is a circumftance fo important, 
that I have introduced it in the three following draw- 
ings. On the border of this canal, a beautiful view of the 
abbey of St. Adelbert offered itfelf : and I have render- 
ed it the fubjeft of the twenty-fifth pliwe. The lofty 
fteeple in the centre very, happily affifts the form. 
The canal or mote, the high walls, &c. give an idea of 
fecurity and ftrength. The gardens within are nearly 
concealed ; the houfes are painted red, except the rooft, 

which 
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which are of ilate ; the trees in the comer dirow oS the 
building, &c. to a proper diftance from -the front. 

Turning my face a contrary way, I took a view of a 
part oi the town, which is the fubjeaof the twenty-fixth 
{date. In this view, the Port de Cologne, or the gate- 
way towards Cologne, is in the centre. This gateway is 
in the Flemifli ftyle ; and forms fimilar to it are familiar 
to thofe who have (hidted Teniers and other Flemifli 
painters. A part of the town appears beyond the gate- 
way. A waQ furrounds the mote, on an elevated bank. 
The dwarf wall divides the mote, and is covered with 
herbage. The walk is diltinftly feen between the rows 
of trees, which are lofty and beautiful. The principal 
light is upon the town and gateway, as they are the nooft 
important objects, and occupy the centre. The dark 
houfe and garden in the front, throw off the building be- 
hmd, and give gjcesd force to the light. 

At one of the terminations of the walks, near the gate 
called Port de St. Adelbert, I had another view of the 
town acrofs the mote» which I thought pktorefque, and 
which is the fuhjeft of the twenty-feventh plate. The 
buth&ig in front is pavt df a gateway to a bridge and a 

guard- 
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guard JiouieiL fupported by an ardi thrown over the ilreetl 
The buiUing fiimifhes a pleafingform for the centre of 
the pidure^ The tower i& apart of the fortificsdon ; and 
the diilant high buildings are feme of thofe feen in the 
front of the twenty-fixth plate. 

: In walking up ahigh hill called St. Celeftin, and com* 
manding* an extenfive profped of the country, I faw a 
pleafing efied: of light and fluMlow, on a fubjed very dif.^ 
ferent from 2ity thing in this publication. If it be not 
jnomaAtic^ like mod of the former views,, it may not be the 
lefs agneteble to thcde who have ftudied and admired the 
flemi(b flyle. The lights being near the centre; the 
variety of broken ground ; the richnefs of the fand^bank ; 
andthe^eafing forms of the trees — fender it a fubje£lnot 
tinworthyof this work. 

The firft impreffions made on me at Aix la Chapelle 
were rather favcn^le. I was comfortably lodged; and 
myexpenoes were not enhanced either by violence or im» 
pofition.. But the& circumftances were owing to the per- 
Ibnal chara£ter ibf the landlord, which influenced that of 
his fiimily. Prince Galitzin occupied the next apartment 
to mine. He lived, in a retired |iiaoii6r» though in an 

hotel. 
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hotel. His principal amufement was playing on the 
violin ; which he did like a mailer. Priocefs Gandarine 
had apartments below. She had frequent concerts ; and 
feemed to be always viliting or vifited. 

The mode of living in the hotel amufed and pleafed 
me ibr a few days. At dinner we had a band confiding 
of a female who played on the violincello, a female per- 
former on the French-hom, two men who played on the 
violin» and one on the clarinet : and they performed very 
well. In the evening three women attended, who ftu^ 
charmingly in parts. They had a good choice of ibngs; 
good voices, executed generally with tafte* and contri- 
buted confiderably to our amufement. But thefe things 
(bon became familiar ; and I applied my leifure houis 
to obtain fome information concerning this celebrated 
city. 

Aix LA Chapelle is (ituated on the foutheni con-* 
fines of its own. territory, which, though it extend not 
above one German mile in diameter, bears the p(»npous 
title of the empire of Aix la Chapelle. The town is very 
ancient, and occupies the firft rank among the ftee cities 
of the holy empire. Formerly ir was the place of coro- 
nation 
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nation of the German emperors ; 1>ut Frankfurt on the 
Main being, on accoont of its centn] fituatioq, dtemad 
more oonfenient fiir the meeting of the eleAorSt^AixIa 
ChapeUe was ikpitved of the advamages which the cir« 
dilation of fpecie at fo auguft and expenfive a certnoony 
ufed to produce ; and the magiftrates now content then^-* 
felves with fending to Frankfurt fome eardi, faid fo be 
part of that on which flowed the blood of St. Stephen, 
when lie was bdieaded. The new chofen empercff takes 
his oath {landing on diis earth, which to Aix la Cha* 
pdk afibrds* perhaps fdkne tx»tter of pride, and occafons 
the expence of a deputation to Frankfiart. 

The government of Aix la ChapeUe is demdcraticaL 
The magillracy, compofed of one hundred and fixty- 
ttaree members, are chofen every year from the dtflS^nt 
trades and profelGons. Every trade, in a body corpo- 
rate, prefents eight members to the fitting mag^ftrate, or 
mag^ftracy, who out of them feled four ; and thele 
four replace four other members of the dd mag^fbacy ; (b 
that, properly fpeaking, one half only of the fitting 
fenate is changed every y^ar. This body csdled the ma^ 
giftrate, eled a Burgenmifter, who is their prefident, and 
die executor, of their d<crees« He is likewife eleded every 
K year. 
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ye8u> andwhenhis^tinieisqcpnedt is made trcaftiver of 
^tamikf and keeps. his foat itiithefanteas an afirSbr or 
aftflsmt to the newly chofen burg^rmeiflBr for tbe year 
followihg ; at the expiration of which he may he» and 
dften is re-elefbed ; efpeciaOy when poflcflbdof Aofe arts» 
hy which an able politician fiddom fiub to captivate the 
mindb of the public. 

The magiftrale is divided into tbe grand and litde 
council : the former meets only four times a year, and is 
eieclnfivdy inveRed with the lej^ative power ; the latter 
confifb of one fburdi of Ae grand council, and meets 
eveiy week for the adminiftration of juftice and the regu- 
lation of the pdice. - 

The grand and little councS have their^meetings at the 
town^oufe, an ancient Gothic buiUtng of tolerably good 
arttrite^re; but rather defaced by p t etended noodem 
improtcmentsi which do not altogether harmonise with 
tfae^dl of the ediJke. 

' 'The Elcftor-Palatrne, as Prote£lorof Aix la Chapellc, 
names a mayor, called Mayer, who reprefents him, and 
prefides chiefly over the police. He is at &e fame time 

. ! prefident 
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picfidttiit of tbe Schffm^^HAh a mjigiitoicycDnfiftii^4if 
fbufteen members, who have the eiod^ve ri^t of decid- 
ing in all d f il and criminal caufes concemfi^ fmdgoa^ 
and «)gedier widi the town-^nagiftrate judge the cifil 
catlfea of the inhaMtants. 

Thi levenues of Aix la Chapelle aftioimt to ninetf 
thorfand riXMkHafs, deven dioufand feven. hundred and 
forty pounds (brliAg^ and aiife from the land-tax, duties 
npon foreign goods, the excife on wine» beer* hrandyi 
meat, and the tolls on the gttes and roods. Thia funi» 
though fmail, would be mcftt than fuflkicnt for the 
expence of the ftat«, if the exchequer were managed with 
propriety ; and if, by the iftqx>Iitic condoft of fome of 
the buFgermeillers, the town had not been involved in 
dificullies with the Elefior-Palatine,. which, togcth^ vnik 
the civil commotions now prevailii^, occafion repeated 
comanflkms from the chamber of Wetikier, and much 
eoabaiiafe du public fimds. 

It is a general observation, diat all nations aremore or 

lefs influenced by a public fpirit ; this fpirit is difibmat 

in diiFerent countries. In Pruffia, for inflance, it is war- 

Irke, and aims at conqueft ; in Holland it is commercial 

Ka and 
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and peace&l; Gicat-Britaih worfhips Merciuy aiid Afbn 
altematdy ; and hiermeichantnict^' employ^ either m 
rxportii^ her induftry to foreigia coiiiitries» or in itDjpoct- 
isg the produAions of the four parts of the gl6be;» are 
attended by a powerful navy» which ptotefts them, and 
keeps her enemies in awe. The government of Aix la 
Chapelle feems to be aduated by a third kind of puUick 
TfArit, thatof gamblu^; and if from efeOs we may infer 
caufes, the mod ftriking inftances of this fpirit will ap- 
pear eveiy where. All diverfions and amufements.that 
may interrupt gambling, are difcouraged, impeded* and 
often forbidden ; nay the roads* leading to neighbour^ 
ing places* fituated on foreign territories* where gsuning- 
houfes have been eftablifhed in icomp^tition with thofe 
of Aix la Chs^lle* are fuffeicd to decay and rendered 
impradicable ; and if report* which but too often fpeaks 
truth* may be credited, the late revolution had its origin 
in gaming* and the rioters were fupported out of the 
funds of the gaming tables. Hence the ill-bred infolence 
of the monopolizers of the Pharo-bank* the deferted 
walks, the wretched troop of comedians, and the want of 
good fociety. 

The 
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The cathedral, called Mmfter^ a bold Gothic pile, 
tvas built by Charles the Great, aiul by him dedicated to 
die .Viigin Mary. It has been repair^, and in fome 
nieaiim .modernized ; by which alteration its origiiial 
beauty is impaimi. 

In the middle of this church lie the remsuns of its foun- 
der. The tomb of this great emperor is level with the 
ground, and would remain totally concealed from the eye 
of the travelltfi if a huge fmoked crown of more than 
twelve feet in diameter, fu^nded over it by a chain from 
the dome of the church, did not roqfe his curiofityi 
weA occafioa an enquiry Into its meaning. This crown, 
if report may be cred^ed, is of piafly .gcdd ; but if it 
aAually were fo, jyt probably would foon be converted 
into coin. 

In this Cadiedral ace likewife prefecyed feva:al relics> 
for which the Rottun Catfadlics Ih^ mi|ch veneration. 
They confift of aihift of ,the Viigin Masy ; the fwad- 
dling-banddf Our Saviour; the&fih, which he had wrapt 
found his .waift, .when he w^ cmcified ; and a piece of 
linen, which St. John had tied over his eyes, when he 
was beheaded. Thefe relics are, during a whole fortnight, 

publicly 
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publicly exhibited to the fiMhful ftotn onec^ th« towcis of 
(he cathedral j and if they have not operated wondeifet 
miracles, have contributed to the circulation of fpecie, by 
die concourfe of bigoted multitudes. After the tine of 
(hewing them, they are locked up in a cheft» lb whidi a 
new key is made during each exhibition, and which 
being cut in two, the wards are given to the ongiftrite, 
and the other part kept by the chapter. 

Not many years fince, an ancient fuperflitioii ftiB 
prevailed, that no com would grow during (even years fa 
Hungaria, if a deputation of fome of the natives of that 
country did not affiA at tfiis famous eikhibition. But 
the late emperor put a (lop to this pilgriiofl^ of vaga- 
bonds, at the ri(ko^(fauTing the reft of the orthodox inha- 
bitants of that plentiful part of his dominions. This 
laudable prohibition faved the magiftrate of Aix la Chapelle 
the trouble and expenee of regdii^ 'the waiiderthg geatry 
upon dry pcafc and bacon, which the reigniifg burgsr<- 
meifler ufed to(erve diem up, hn the dvefo of a cook, at 
an hofpital, approprkted fot that cierembnyi as bifig- 
frificant in itfelf as it was degradkig to 4^ dignity <tf a 
magftrata - \ ' ^ •

The prefent clei^^man, either for this 
reafon, or to give an inftanee of apoftolical humility ; after 
having performed his fpiritual duty, tills his fmall por« 
tion of land with his own hands, and for vrant of cattle 
is often feen yoked to the harrow with his brother, a 
gentleman of the law ; a great many of whofe brethren 
the world would he haf^y to fise engaged in the fame 
peaceftd occupalioD. 

In an excurfion from Aix la Oiapelle, we vifited the 
remiin^ of a caiUe at the diftance of three miles. It is 
caUed the Odtte of Scfaonbert ; and is the fubje£t of the 
twenty-ninth plate. But not being fituated on an emi* 
nence^ not being a place of ftcei^h, and there being 
no traces of a town of which it mig^ have been the 
d^nce-^I flioukl have concluded it to have been ajocli- 
fied moofl^ery, rather than a cafile. The fitUation is 
fecluded and rural ; it is iheltered by a beautifiil v^ood, 
fnda large farm is annexed to it. The whole fcene i$

{HttJOfcfqtie in its farms ; and the lights and fliadows sue 
happily difpofed. 

In exanuning the fi^^hig* whence the wateis come to 
Aix la ChapeUe, we had a view of a little town called 
Boicet. The ftseets are wide; the buOdings large and 
handfome, but they are painted of a very deep crimfim* 
It is fittated on an eminence, and commands a good view 
of Aix/b Chapelle, at a diflance of two miks. 

From Aix la Chapelle we proceeded to Liege. The 
ftieets of this dty aie very nanow, and the houfes hig^ 
The great number of churches and mooaflvriet indicate 
the prevalence of eccleiiaftical power, if not an ecclefi- 
aftical government. The cathtdnd has all the grandeur 
which can well be given bf iizea bur havk^ been 
ereded in parcels at dStbrent times, and by various 
archftefts ; it wants that fymmefry and unity which add 
to the efieA of larg^ objeas. The fqiaiate parts are 
worth notice; bemg finifhed with grsac care, and witii 
fometaOe* ' The wtilks^by the river are broad, lengy and 
heaatiJU ; theiiees aw noble and difpofed with.gaod.cSea. 

T«t 
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Thb biihop of Liege is lord of the territory in a civil 
auid ecckfiaftical fenfe : but as a piieft be is fuiBragui to 
die aKhbiihop of Cologne. 

The fortificadGns do not appear to be (bong ; and they 
axe commanded by the neighbouring hills. The fie^ 
and capture of the place by the duke of Marlborough in 
i7oa» aie among the, interefting traditions which the 
people of Li^ relale with aniaiation. The fubje&s of 
the late dtflenttons were dlfcui&d when we pafled throi^ 
dse place. 

The nifi^;iftntes pretend that Liege is an imperial city 
and a fovereign fiate. The biOiop aflerts, that by his 
eledion or appointment, he becomes abfolute fovereign. 
It is known to Europe* how this queftion has been 
latdy decided. The faifliop is diofen by fixty major 
canons; perfonsig^eraHy of nobk extradion: and the 
eodeftaftieal privileges are Xo fftAU that the Uihopric 
is &id to be the hell' c£ wbinen» die purgatory of men, 
aind die patadife of priefts. The. women draw boots 
fttfleadof hoifes ; dig, iaw, and cany all kinds of heavy 
burthens ; and they are faid to be coosfdy fed, and are 
wretchedly ctoathed when cloadiedl at aU« All the men, 

except 
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except the nobles* who are mofily pridb, axe at the will 
and difpo(al of their fpiritual maders : and aie not inaptly 
faid to be in purgatory. The priefb have here truly a 
paradife. Their revenues and power are fo great, that 
many of the princes of Europe have made intereft to 
obtain the ecclefiaftical dignities. 

On the borders of the Maefe, we faw feveral gentle- 
men's houfeSy like thofe on the banks of the Thames. 
They are called caftles, diough without fortiBcations, or 
any appearances to diftinguifh them from gendeme&'s 
(eats. The cafile of Shoqiere is an exception, and poffi- 
bly a fpecimen of thofe caftles which formerly occupied 
the banks of the Maefe, in the fituations of the prefent 
villas. 

The caflle of Shoqiere is a modem buildii^: iitualed 
on a rock extremely hi^ and crag^. Its. appearsmce is ' 
romantic and beautiful ; and I have rendered it the fub- 
jeA of the thirtieth plate* The cock rifes with giandeur, 
and is broken into a variety of parts. The.caviiy b^iottli 
it affords a ftnrcible (hadow to. the funroundipig lights : n^r 
is the lime*kiln an indifferent objeft, wher^ (o many cir« 
cmnftances concur to %m a pkaiii^ pi&ure.

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Ws proceeded to the abbey of Flo^n; vytoparcMmn-

principal objed, is whdly furrounded with light. Tha

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From Hui, we proceeded to Namur ; at the conflu- 
encc of the Maefe and Sambie. It is one of the ftrongeft 
towns in Europe. The caftle and the forts are foraiida- 
ble fortifications. It is the fee of a fdfbgan bifliop ; and 
though the diftrift is only thirty miles by twenty-e^t, it 
contains eigjit cities, three hundred villages, befides ab- 
bies, religious houfes, and churches, which it would be 
difficult to number. It would not be eafy to eftimate the 
pn^perity and ha^pine& of this province, if it poflfefleda 
mild government, a mild religion ; and if Namur were 
not confideced as one of the military keys to the NeAer- 
lands. Namur polfefles a provincial council, a town ma* 
giftracy, and a feudal court called Balliage. 

We arrived at Namur during the difpute between die 
late emperor and the people, or rather the ariftocracy and 
clergy of Brabant. The tendency of fuperftition in 
Flanders is fo (farong, that the Roman Catholic priefts 
influence the fprings of all civU, as well as ecdefiaftical 
policy. The accumulation of wealth in the church, 
interfered with the views of the civil power : and the late 
emperor, affeSing to confider that wealth as public pro* 
perty , feized confiderable portions of it for his own ufe. 
* 

I COULP 
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I covLB not learn, that the proceeding of Jo&ph the 
Second againft the church, would have been difagreeable, 
either to the noUes or the peofde, if they had participated 
in the effeds; the former by a divifion of plunder, the 
latter by aielirf from oppreflion. But the money was idl 
carried to Vienna; and the ecdefiaftical depredations 
alienated all orders of men in the Netherlands, and unitecl 
them in a plan of revolt. 

Henrt the Eighth of England had fiimiflied an 
example, lb renaarkable, that it is wonderful the em- 
peior fhould have ovediooked it. The national aflembly 
of France have abundantly profited by that inftru&ion ; 
and by dividii^ the ecclefiaftical fpoil into numerous lots, 
and conftituting by their fale a numerous yeomanry, they 
ftrengthened their intereft, and alinoft enfured the revolu- 
tion. I fpeak not of the juftice or piety of theie meafures ; 
but merely of that policy, to which the late emperor paid 
Utde or no attention. 

The gates of Namur were guarded, on one fide by the 

military on the other by the Bourgeois : die emperor's 

anfwer tothe Flemifli requifitions was expelled ; and the 

country was agitated with fuch apprdienfions, that they took

US foir Gcntan fpies; a mob imtncriiatriy fuooumbdus; 
and it was with little e&ftthat wedecland we weieJEi^- 
li(h. We und^went a fevcre exaoMDatioQ, hj a geade- 
man deputed for tiie putpafe, and who UBderflood FicDch. 
He wasfoon convisiced that thefufjpioioa was^Kxmdkfr; 
aiked our paidon; and tveated ais with ^rivshty. He 
invited us to fee the volunteers perfomung their cacefcife. 
This feemed to us to be done in a puerile and aidcwaid 
manner. They threw up their firelocks into the air, and 
cau^ them ; aad changed their places and pofitionB in 
dte ranks at pleafiire : their officers apparently pismitttiag 
them to do as tbey liked. Their unifoim was handiboiet 
a dark brown faced with yellow ; and being tadl, wdU 
fonne4 men, they were warmly contiafted by the o{^po- 
adits of the emperor to the troops of thM prince, who 
wQce .dirty while Crocks, like thofe of our waggoners, 
and made pcobaUy of the £ime materials. 

So general was the intereft taken in this difpute, that 
the female fervant who {hewed us our apartment at the 
hot^l; ci^fQfimfA of inceiSim fatigM^ from •difturbances 
and m^r^ mdih» £r«ely gav!e it .as her gfinMX, 4hat to 
obtain peace .tpA ^piiet, the people iheuM 6ebmt to .the 
.#mpecar. T.h^ m(b^ ov^^heariog her, letitarid in a 
. i . ^ violent 
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^tifent psifflon<;^ aadbaviiig feverdy feprimanded andr (tiC 
mtflM her» (he waked on us^ even at t&bte. Not a^ovd 
could be obtained from her, on public fubje^le; and j 
kind of ominous fuUennefs prevailed in the houfe, until 
ten^ <A:)dckr when the emperor's aiifw^ arrived, cdn- 
ttmng a peteiDplary feqafitioa of olifedieike. An immcn 
£alo but (kfiiltor3ir battle took place b^ween. the oiilitairy 
and the vohiateas': and not betog difpofed lo fk&i(bm 
Wood ioi either party» we ordered 4 chaHe \ but nohoife^ 
could be ebtane^ lilL four in the morning, whei^ we 
made our .efcape^ aad'we had rdafon (o approve .our peu-r 
dence, on learning that at an early meeting of the council 
be f^ne nknning, ' orders were iffiied (liat no ftranger 
fliould kaVe the town, but fliouU kilmediat^ly bear armd. 
We muft ha\^ aififted {n the geiieral afl^tult iteade by the 
town tNH the ^yrrtlbn, and in taking the emperor *g troops 
pfifoiers^ 

We proceeded to Bruflels ;. aod put up at Uie hotdi 
d'Angleterre. The landlord viras an officer in the yolun* 
|eei«; and the military preparations feeiticd to be hcf«e as 
bfUk as. at Namur, , J^ong thefe.vokinteersy an Eng^i& 
T^j^lor. wsifr hi^y ^ftisg^ifiied ; for he not mly dUcie- 
diltd the:c<^xMnx^ ffoveKb stfycSimg perfiHis of hifr tiadc^ 

but 
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but was deemed equal in Orengdi, ooiimge, and taiiituf 
d»terity» to thiee otdinaiy men: he was thefcfoie much 
cABcmed. 

Our plan was to examine this cdebiatod town itt ha- 
fure^ to proceed to Antwefp, onaccouotof itscoUedkn 
of paintings ; and then haflen to England. But the con- 
firfion Anxi^iout the Ne&eriands difappointed us ; for 
travellers were often fubjeft to ill ticatment, one psuty 
attacking them if tfaey wore cockades^ as .the iSgnal of . 
itfiQance, and others if they did not wear tfiem. 

Brussels is liot only the capital (rf Brabantj butdF 
the Aoftrian Nedierkmds. We were charmed widi the 
diftant prcrfjped; and though it be irr^lar on a near 
infpe£lbn ; the beauty of many of the houfes and fquares ; 
the magnificence of its cathedral, town-houie, and odier 
public buildings, render pleafing even fuch a view of it as 
we were permitted tp take.: 

The pa^ beloi^ng to die imperial pabce is pieferved 
though the palace be ho moie ; and it is a great privilege 
to the inhabitants, to be permitted to waHc' in it. We 
contemplated with peculiar, iiitereft, die villa at its extre- 
mity, 
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VMfi which Chailes the Fifth built after abdicatingthe 
empne* 

The coUeAioDs of Italian and Flemiih paidtingsioi 
the palaces of this city would baveaffimkd us hi^ gtalifi- 
cation: but civil war is unfavorable to tafte» and we 
fiund it adlvtfeable to drop all thoughts of attempting to 
view them* 

THi4ower part cf the city, called Rivage» is cut iaio 
canals, in the maimer of the Dutch towns. A canal ex* 
tends from Bruflels to the Schelde, about fifteen miles : 
die bo»^ are drawn by . horfes at dip rate of three miles an 
hour: and the £toe.of a paf&ngex is a litde more than 
two pence En^ifli money for every hour. 

' We paidi a fhort vifit to the church of St. Gudula^ an 
old Gothic building, promiiing little externally ; but 
within highly adorned. The choir has feveral fine monu- 
ments, and i^ funoiinded by feveral pretty chapels. The 
diapel of the Three Hofts is very remarkable. It is con- 
ftrufled whoHyof maible, and^he altar is of (olid filver. 
Thjsfe hofts^jirs fM to have been flabbed by a Jew, «Bd to 
havebkd. .Thi^yareeacpofedoahig^feftivals, wi^i their 

bloody 
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bkxxfyftHittf machiikerkMyfist ividi dlaiboMk ^ and 
on the anniver£u7 of the fuf^Kiled attempt of die (acrikgp 
ous Jew, they are canied in pioceflion round the clty« 
Mettdtd by the gofwanmot^ province, like nugi&ates, 
ahd all the tcgakrmid fendar cfcrgy. 

' In the hnrry occaflcmed by the i&iA war, wt couid

There is a fingular part of BrufTel^i livbick is tsftd a 
little town ; for it k indofed by a Wall and ditch^ and 
divided into ftredts. It is calksd the IfidgniAage; The 
number of Beguines is near a thoufand, governed by 
Matroni^, atid under the fpiriftiial JiaS^baa M the biftop 
of Antwerp.

We were informed, that m peaceful tioiesi ^imia 
are equal to any in the world : their ordinaries or tables 
d'faoib being lemaikably degut^aod cfacap. We fisond 
the wines, good and reafboaUe. . 

In this city the council of ihtje, the pmy-counc^ that 
of finances, of war» and the feudal .cooit of Br^iaDl ate 
aeff^Med. The trade is in catoUels, laces, and iiftt* 
tries; whidi the Brabanters convey to every part of 
£ur<^. 

From Bniflels, we proceeded to Lifle. We bad the 
misfortane here to find the fpirit of diicontent in &ii 
operation. I fpeak as a traveller, when I call it a nMslbr^ 
tune. J am not fuflSciently a pobticiari, to give an Ojpi^ 
nion on the principles and condud of the French Jretdu- 
tion. The government has been confidered as defpottfm; 
thotigfi mild, and often wife in its adminiftration. Of 
that defpotifm it was difficult for a traveller to pefccive 
the traces. For the urbanity of the French manners, the 
ho^jpitality of the nation, and the particular difpofition of 

the 
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the common people to &vor the inhabitants of a country 
where they imagined the common pco^ to be hdd in 
confideration» rendered travelling in Fiance at all times 
pleafing to an En^ifhman. 

On approaching Liile» aadhcaring tfaata fpiritof inno* 
vation or improvement was afiuating all the dominions of 
the French monarque, we prepared our minds for aicpeti- 
tion of thofe feenes which had driven us out of Auftrian 
Fiaiidefs: and expefied to be queftioned on that admired 
conftittttion of England, which wefuppoCed the olqeftof 
imitation wherever liberty was (ought. Bbt we were 
greatly miflaken. 

Perhaps in all the hiflory of mankind, there has not 
been another inftance, m which fuperftitiou has totally 
and at once loft its dominion over the people* In Bnii&ls 
and Namur, we faw two powers difpudng for a prize, 
the government of the people* In French Flanders, and 
on the borders of France, the people, even to the loweft 
mechanic^, feemed to be en^igjcd in one effort, to demo* 
liflidefpotifm^ civil and eoclefiaftical*

To an Ei^lilhinan, on pafling the ftneigtes o[ Dovery 
no circumftaiice of contxaft was dtaHy fo ftiong ia die 
comparadve ttuumcscs of England and FianGe* lis.their 
external attention to the ceremonies. of religion: Doftr 
has as litde rdigbn in external mafmecs* as Ho&bks or 
Spinoza would. have recommended. The moment mn 
Englifhman landed at Calsus, he was flnick with perfims 
kneeling to images at every comer of a ftreet, and this 
fpirit feemed to acquire influence and (beogth, as he ad- 
vanced in the country. Who couU hare imagimad, that 
a peofde fo fupetftitious fliould at once throw off die 
yoke of the ecclefiaftics, and appear, as they aAurily do, 
toabhorthem? 

This feems to be the efkfk of the oppreffive and vio- 
lent defpotifm of die church of Rome ; and is a reafon we 
ihould cherifh and encourage the fpirit of moderation, 
which aduates the church of England ; and that all eccle- 
fiaffical governors fliould hold it as a certain principle, that 
moderation is the heft fecurity for the permanence of their 
power. 

In Lifle, inftead of feeing the political and ecclefiafticsd 
powers at war ; we found both at the feet of the people. 

And 
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And k feemed the hiore extraordmary^ » Lifle isagarri- 
fan town, near the eziremities of the Fteach dominionB: 
mA under all govetnment^, even thofe moft £xroraMe to 
hbettyf the mSttary &amxnm» aie geafcniHf in the habii» 
of)(bTery.-*^Bist aowng the wonders of the piefent period^ 
■ot the kaft remarkable is^ that the army in France has 
gmeiaUy and vrumHy declared for liberty. ' 

. The patriots at lifle feenied to be isivofaiUy inclined 
ttmanb Eo^iOinK* : but the Freoch deQio<:iaitt do not 
forgive Eni^and the pioceediiigs and objeds.of the Ame* 
tican y^ar* They aie therefore more inclined feo bsk 
information from America than from Englandr where 
however they acknowledge the principles of liberty to be 
undefOood by individuaby and to have been pieferve4 as a 
(acr^d fire for the fotive ufe of mankind. 

Besides the general oppreffion of the French govem- 
vent, in its civil and eccleftaftical depar t ments^ there foems 
16 be another caufe of the late aflomOting events in the 
referved privileges of the feveral provinces of the French 
monarchy.

W£ Veiled Lifle aod tbe faof deles ot Fiance* when the 
fevohitidD ^vt^ ratlier in comteoifiatian thsm e&ded. 
And the fiift objed of the people of French Flaoderf 
feemed to be the loll enjoyment of their provincial pttvile* 
^ or liberties. 

Lisle, on its furrendcr to the power of France, polfefled 
^tes of its own ; and the king of France agreed to fum* 
PMXi them annually fdr the «(feffinent of taxes. But how 
fhofepcomires have been obferved, I wifl not idafie in tbe 
patriotic language of Lifle. I have only to.obfenre, that 
democratical or philofophical liberty was not the fubjedlof 
f:xmverfatiQn, or thought o( when the isvoliitioa was in 
/contempiation : and that it feemed to be the intention of 
Fuench Flanders, to claim only its ftipulafied priviL^s. 

In this date of things, it may be fuppofed I did not 
tak£ out my port-folio. It woidd have been thought 
MWsanly in an En^iflunan to produce any books but thoie 
of SvDNBY, Harrington, and Locke. On the ficft 
tumors of civil ootmnotions, the arts are difiregaidod, fuf- 
pended, and endure injurious violence. We therefoie 
iX>ntentod ourfelves wi^ contemplating Liile, which is a 
moft important fortification, with a ftronjg citadel and foct. 

The 
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The town is laige, wdl pbumed, and populous. It ftill 
poflfefles the forms, names, and fome of the privil^esof 
an tntendancy, a mint, a cafleUany, a bailiwidr, and a 
foreft-court. It has thirty churches, feven of which aie 
paiochial, andonecoU^iate; a gp^eat number ofcoovents, 
and a noble hofpital. 

Th£ caftellany of lifle is divided into (even quartiers, 
to which belong leverai towns, and a hundred and thirty- 
feven villages. It was fixed under the power of France by 
jdie treaty of Utrecht. 

We left Lifle and proceeded to Calais, and had a 
plea&nt paflage to Dover in four hours. The return to 
our native country was rendered doubly agreeable by the 
impreflions made on our minds by the (late of Flanders. 
For however de(irable liberty may be deemed, the efforts 
to obtain it occa(ion fome of the fevereft misfortunes of 
mankind. We experienced no perfonal injuries or dired 
infults ; hut a fufpicion and gloom pervaded all fociety, 
and the indications of approaching (torms imprefled our 
minds with' apprehen(ion and unea(hiefs. We were 
therefore tndtned to apotfarophife our native country on 
touching her happy (hores— to charge Briuin to guard 

thofe 
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tliofe bleflingSy which are fought on the G>ntinent at 
every hazard ; to correft her errors ; and to ftem thofe 
currents of corruption which may fwell into torrents, and 
burft all the boundaries of that fydem of government 
which has hitherto tendered her fo powerful and fo 
happy. 
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
